GASOLINE STORAGE TANK EXPLODES--Cabinda, 17 Jun (ANGOP)--A temporary gasoline 
storage tank with a capacity of 90,000 liters exploded on Tuesday in the 
depot of the Angolan National Fuel Distribution Company in Cabinda, northern 
Angola, the ANGOP correspondent in that town reports. This incident, which 
has happened once before, was caused by excess temperatures caused by sun 
rays, Candido Feijo, an official at the Ministry of Petroleum affirmed. 
Candido Feijo also assured that with work on the construction of a permanent 
fuel tank scheduled to begin in the latter part of this year, and according 
to the project already established, such accidents will be avoided. It will 
be recalled that last March, 3 months after the outbreak of fire at the same 
installation, a storage tank of 45,000 liters of gasoline also exploded 
under the same circumstances.

CHIEF OF STATE SETS FORTH ECONOMIC POLICY 
Brazzaville MWETI in French No 585, 20 May 82 p 3 


[Interview with Congolese Chief of State Col Denis Sassou-Nguesso by Francoise 
Masson and Yves de Schaetzen; date and place not specified] 


[Excerpts] Question: The primary goal of the 1982-86 5-Year Plan is, and we 
quote, "to mobilize all national potential to end the current deterioration 
of the national economy." To what factors do you attribute this deterioration 
and what measures do you intend to take to remedy it? 


Answer: Neocolonial economies, in general, are sick economies, in crisis. For 
historical reasons, they were export economies which were not intended in any 
way to satisfy the needs of the population. Their structures corresponded to 
the purposes assigned to them. They are also too dependent on foreign countries. 


With the world economic crisis, such poorly structured economies, dependent 

on foreign countries, have been seriously affected, what you call the "deteriora- 
tion.'' Other factors, which are no less significant, have also played a negative 
role: the frailty of natural resources and indebtedness deriving from the coun- 
try's legitimate wish to acquire industrial equipment and develop itself. 


We have fought and are still fighting against this neocolonial economy. We 
are looking for ways and means to provide our economy with the direction and 
new structures which will enable it to overcome the crisis. 


The measures already taken and the measures which we intend to take are abso- 
lutely aimed at providing our country with a sound economy. 


With regard to our balance of trade, today we are enjoying, thanks to petroleum, 
a credit balance in the case of exports. The Congo exported 2 times more than 
it imported in 1980. Besides these petroleum exports, our intention is to im- 
plement a policy of exporting raw materials with added value: timber, coffee, 
cacao, already processed. 


With regard to cur indebtedness, we have already amply expressed our desire 
to improve our financial situation: In our budget in 1981, we allocated 28 
billion CFA francs for debt servicing, or more than 20 percent of the total debt. 











We Reject Haste 


Beyond these specific measures, all our future approaches and choices will 
satisfy three requirements: analysis, coordination and the human aspect. 


We reject haste. The directives of the Third Special Congress of the Congolese 
Labor Party, held in March 1979, have finally been observed, although the 
economic situation has improved in the meantime. The preparatory work for the 
1982-86 5-Year Plan lasted more than 2 years. The whole year of 1981 was de- 
voted to studies and analyses. Allocations for the national budget will be 
made within a framework of coordination of both regions and sectors, so that 
resources will be used consistently and harmoniously. Such coordination will 
take place at all levels: the National Planning Council and in the various 
sessions of the Central Committee. 


But the principal factor is our constant aim of improving the quality of our 
citizens' work and their commitment to the goal sought. So that everyone will 
feel responsible and a necessary part of achieving the collective welfare! 


Jur efforts therefore concern literacy, the promotion of more efficient systems 
of education and training, the improvement of skills and the motivation of work- 
ers and civil servants. 


Oil: We Hope To Reach Production of 7 Million Tons in 1984 and Maintain It 


Question: Considering that you are best informed about your country's oil 
prospects, based on the most exact and most recent figures available to you, 
what are the reserves of the People's Republic of the Congo and what is its 
annual production capacity from 1982 to 1986? 


Answer: As you are very well aware, at the end of 5 years it is difficult to 
provide exact figures for both reserves and resulting annual production. 


Nevertheless, at the present level of prospecting, the technological resources 
used and the economic environment, in particular the price of petroleum, we 
estimate production for 1982 at 5 million tons, with an increase of 1 million 
tons annually, reaching a growth rate of 7 million tons annually beginning in 
1984. 


With regard to the future, some fields discovered, with a low rate of recovery, 
represent sizable reserves: thus the Emeraude field represents more than 500 
million tons. Considering the exploration effort being made by the exploiting 
companies, despite the natural decline of fields already under production, we 
can expect a certain degree of stability in this level of production. 


My Country's Membership in OPEC Is Desirable 


Question: If these reserves warrant the possible membership of the People's 
Republic of the Congo in the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries, 

do you want your country to become a member of that organization or io you in- 
stead hope that it will not join? In terms of the choice which you will have 
to make, what are your motives? 








Answer: We think that the Congo meets the criterion of membership in OPEC, 
since petroleum is the main component of its gross national product. Our 
country's membership in OPEC is desirable in view of the significance of the 
petroleum sector in its economic development. We thus wish to combine our 
effort with OPEC's program and benefit from its ability to defend the interests 
of its members. 





This desire to belong to OPEC goes far beyond a policy of defending petroleum 
prices; it is evidence of a desire to contribute to the development of the con- 
tinent's countries, in particular through financing granted by OPEC funds. It 
is also part of the struggle of Third World countries to protect their raw 
materials. 


Question: Since oil is often a source of artificial wealth and thus goes to 
the head of a country's inhabitants who, like yourself, see their production 
increase considerably and suddenly, what measures do you intend to take to pre- 
vent, on one hand, excessive expenditures from being made as long as the black 
gold flows and, on the other, to prevent the country from again being put under 
the supervision, once the oil is depleted, of the International Monetary Fund, 
as was recently the case? 


Oil Will Not Go to Our Heads 


Answer: Artificial wealth, that artificial expression seems too harsh. If 
such wealth is in fact not the result of a nation's collective effort, its wise 
use will revertheless lead to positive lasting efforts. The Congo will make 
the most of its oil production to bolster its economic and social development. 
Our economic policy, established during the proceedings of our party's Third 
Special Congress in March 1979, is based on a self-centered and self-motivated 
strategy of development. This strategy is implemented in the 1982-86 Plan, 
which is now being completed. 


For us, oil is only a means of building an independent, prosperous and job- 
producing economy that will not be dependent on that uncertain and nonrenewable 
resource. Oil will therefore not go to our heads, as you Say. 


The CNPF Mission and the Private Sector Will Be Most Welcome 


Question: One of the specific problems of the People's Republic of the Congo 
is to combine, in its development policy, a public sector which considers your 
country's socialist choices and a foreign private sector often called on to 
support this development policy. 


What guarantees and what reasons can you give private investors, in particular 
the mission of the National Council of French Employers [CNPF], which will visit 
Brazzaville in 1982, for taking a chance on your country? 


Answer: The Third Special Congress of the Congolese Labor Party clearly stated 
that there would be three sectors in our country: the government sector, the 
semipublic sector and the private sector. 














The fact of accepting the coexistence of these three sectors is a guarantee 
in itself. Partnerships with the government can be formed in the semipublic 
sector or, for those who wish to do so, investments can be made in the Congo 
in the private sector; only the Congolese Investment Code, which protects the 
mutual interests of the partners, must be observed. 


The area left open to private initiative is clearly defined. A self-respecting 
government honors its commitments. If it observes the rules, the private sector 
will be protected and encouraged. We are particularly pleased over cooperation 
with French employers. The dialogue will be positive and advantageous for both 
partners. The CNPF mission to Brazzaville will be most welcome. We will pro- 

vide it with the new Investment Code, will analyze the plan's various choices 
according to sector and will establish by joint agreement the specific slots 

where the action of the French private sector will be favorable to our development. 


A line of credit for 1 billion CFA francs, made available to the National 
Development Bank of the Congo during 1981, is intended to encourage the crea- 
tion of PME [small and medium-size businesses] in the Congo: This measure will 
definitely be to the full benefit of the private sector. 


1982-86 Plan Intended ‘To Stop Regressive Process of Hinterland 


Question: In the 1982-86 Plan, what are the major industrialization or develop- 
ment projects whose implementation you personally hold dear? In other words, 
what are your priorities? 


Answer: The Brazzaville/Pointe-Noire route is today being given priority as 

a direct result of its railroad facilities. This polarization of economic ac- 
tivity is being carried out at the expense of the hinterland and since the 
latter's potential is being developed less and less, it is entering a regressive 
process which is accelerating. 


The 1982-86 5-Year Plan was conceived in terms of a fundamental goal: to re- 
organize the country, to reconquer it, to unify it and, within the framework 
of Congolese territory thus structured, to build a powerful production sector 
apart from petroleum. The priorities themselves were established for actions 
to industrialize and free the country: development of roads, the railroad 
system, opening of river and ocean ports, airports, post offices, improvement 
of the telephone, radio and television system, national supply of energy and 
drinking water, provisions to all regions, installations and equipment 

as well as measures to encourage agricultural, forest and fishing production. 


All of the projects comprising the plan are based on one prerequisite: that 
everyone must assume responsibility for his work and his role. 


Question: In the same way, do you anticipate requesting more aid from Arab 
funds? 


Answer: The Congo intends to develop its cooperation with all countries of 

the world, with the exception of a very small number of them, which includes 
South Africa. However, Arab-African cooperation is part of South-South coopera- 
tion, whose reinforcement has been recommended in various meetings of Nonaligned 
Countries and the Group of 7/7. 








The UDEAC Is Sometimes Too Timid 


Question: Are you satisfied with your country's membership in the Customs and 
Economic Union of Central Africa [UDEAC]? If not, what are your country's sug- 
gestions for improving its operation? 


Answer: The UDEAC's existence has been an excellent thing for Central African 
countries; it is evidence of the desire of member countries to act in concert. 
With regard to customs and in certain areas, the union has certainly been a 
success, whereas in other areas, such as industrial coordination, labor issues 
and opening up the market, the UDEAC has exhibited timidity and a great deal 
of inertia as a result of micronationalism. 


During the last summit meeting in Brazzaville, the Congo made proposals for 
reorganizing the union and considered the prospect of expansion to include other 


Central African countries, in keeping with the conclusions of the Lagos economic 
conference.

NEW ECONOMIC PROGRAM TO FOSTER ORDERLY DEVELOPMENT 
Djibouti LA NATION-DJIBOUTI in French 13 May 82 p 3

/ Text_/ After explaining in an earlier article (LA NATION, 
No. 11, 18 March 1982) the need for a choice, in the inter- 
est of the nation, between development planning and "guess- 
work that cannot take into account the aspirations of all, 
the potentialities, and the hidden snags in all economic 
sectors," Mohamed Moussa Ali, director of planning, speaks 
today about the content and the objectives of the law on 
economic and social planning which has just been passed by 
the National Assembly after lengthy examination and debate 
by the Council of Ministers. 


The economic and social planning law is the result of studies on the socio- 
economic situation before the plan. It constitutes the control panel for 
organized economic development.. 


Indeed, preparation of the planning law and its objectives required as a 
first step the definition of the state of the national economy. An overall 
analysis by sectors on the basis of a material and documentary evaluation 
wis established. 


In the various studies, we divided the nation's economy into a certain nunm- 
ber of sectors, including 


Agriculture, animal husbandry, fishing 
Rural hydraulic engineering 
Industry and energy 

Building and public works 

City planning and housing 

Heal th 

Employment and training 

Tourism

9 Transport and telecommunications 
10 Education 
11 Trade, etcetera 


The preparatory work was completed with the valuable assistance of members 
of the National Planning Commission and officials of the technical services. 


The economic and social planring law is in the form of a legal statute. For 
the moment, it is composed of 95 articles. 


Its scope is described in a document entitled "general framework of applica- 
tion of the planning law." 


This study approaches demographic problems (with reservations pending the 
results of the census), potentialities of the economic sectors, and develop- 
ment prospects. From that the technical planning law is developed, with 
stipulation of the goals to be reached and the institutional means to be in- 
plemented. 


Finally, means of financing the development are explored. 


Under the heading "demographic prospects" we establish the evolution of the 
population by age groups..We point up the level and the size of the working: 
population, the school-age population, etcetera. 


We consider, according to the norms and the theoretical food wheel, the popu- 
lation's food requirements and its size during the three-year period, and 
also the number of physicians and paramedical personnel corresponding to the 
growth of the population. 


Finally, we estimate, on the basis of six (6) occupants per housing unit, 
dwelling construction needs corresponding to demographic growth. 


These considerations make it possible to determine the degree of develop- 
ment that we must attain. 


The economic and social plaaning law adopted by the government and the 
National Assembly covers the period 1983-1990. One three-year plan will 
cover the first period. The second period will be covered by the utterance 
and execution of a second, four-year, plan by the Republic of Djibouti. 


As a matter of fact, since the law was adopted at the beginning of 1982, 
it will be implemented in part during this very year.This is a normal consid- 
eration, since the plan in question is a flexible one. The first three-year 
plan wiJl be completed between the end of 1982 and the beginning of 1985. 


Terms of the Economic and Social Planning Law 


Establishment of the planning law constitutes one of the essential points 
of the Planning Administration Office. After a very careful study and an 
analysis of the strengths and weaknesses of the nation's economy, we felt 
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that five (5) basic directives should dominate the progress of our economy 
for 7 years. 


Each economic policy defined is accompanied by a group of ways and means to 
achieve it. 


The scenarios are as follows: 


reduction of food stuffs dependency 

reduction of energy dependency 

promotion of industry 

fight against urban and rural poverty 

strengthening of Djibouti's role as a large international maritime 
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city 
Thus they contribute to 


improving the national population's standard of living 

reducing regional social inequalities 

making our economy more integrated, thus less foreign-orientated 
reducing the foreign currency drain 

training the men and women of our country better 


1 Reduction of foodstuffs dependency 


Our balance of trade is showing a large deficit; in 1976 and 1979, imports 
were respectively valued at 21.3 billion Djibouti francs and 31.5 billion 
Djibouti frances. Exports for the same period amounted to about 2.8 billion 
Djibouti franes and 2 billion Djibouti francs. The deficit is about 18.5 
billion Djibouti frances in 1976 and 29.4 billion Djibouti francs in 1979. 


After an analysis of the potential of the agriculture, animal husbandry, 
and fishing sector, the objective for the three-year plan will be to reduce 
our food needs in fruits and vegetables by 10 percent. 


The services responsible for this sector have estimated easily irrigable 
areas at 211,200 hectares. 


This objective features the development of Scheketti (40 hectares), in the 


uobaad area, the agricultural area of Grande Douda, the farm at Attar, et- 
cetera. 


In parallel with these projects, the productivity of existing areas will be 
improved by the provision of production equipment, strengthening research 


capability, and stepping up the spread of information to increase manage- 
ment personnel numbers. 


In the animal husbandry and fishing sector, seven (7) development projects 
are identified: 




















(development of fishing, improvement of animal health, etcetera) 
Overall, investment of 3.5 billion Djibouti francs is envisaged. When these 
projects are completed, hydraulic engineering development will be undertak- 
en for cities, villages, agriculture, etcetera 


2 Reduction of energy dependence 


The goal of this policy is first of all to assure that the city of Djibouti's 
energy needs are amply met. It features the extension of electrical instal- 
lations and the construction of electric power stations. Then pursuit of 
geothermal research. If that turns out to be conclusive, geothermics will 
have an impact on the promotion of industry and electricity production cri- 
teria as well as on the flexibility of the investment code.. 


This policy features the drilling of exploratory wells and geoscientific 
studies, etcetera. 


3 Promotion of industry 


This policy has been defined to contribute to criteria for economic integra- 
tion, saving foreign currency, and above all, creating jobs. The projects 
thus identified are the following: cement factory, dairy products plant, 
food products plant, fertilizer preparation plant, etcetera. 


For the industry-energy sector, the required investment envelope is about 
11 billion Djibouti francs. 


4 Fight against urban and rural poverty 


The goal of this policy is to reduce social inequities through better price 
and trade regulation to preserve the purchasing power of the most disadvant- 
aged. And also to fight effectively against domestic and foreign inflation- 
ary effects.. 


It is also characterized by diversification of suppiy sources to combat 
shortages, foster competition, etcetera. 


Its object is to increase access possibilities for all social categories of 
tne population to health, education, and employment. 


It is the expression of economic and administrative decentralization and 
dcconcentration. 


The cost of these projects as a whole is believed to amount to about 6 bil- 
lion Djibouti francs, apportioned as follows: 


health (including a professional training center): 1.7 billion Dji- 
bouti francs; 


education (including Balbala CES / Social Studies Center 7: 3.2 bil- 
lion Djibouti francs; 
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employment, (including Balbala CFP / Professional Training Center_/): 
about 1 billion Djibouti francs. 


Completion of these projects is expected to aid in the implementation of 
full-time education and rational technical training, and the recycling of 
service personnel. It is also expected to lower the number of those not at- 
tending school, which is still very high among our people. 


5 Strengthening the role of Djibouti as a great international maritime city 


The present state of the infrastructure and transport sector is satisfactory. 
The only inadequacy is in the national road system. In view of the role at- 
tributed to tertiary sectors, port activities will be increased through com- 
pletion of the container terminal and the cold storage warehouse. 


Djibouti airport will be provided with a larger freight area. Extension of 
the passenger terminus and development of the duty-free and industrial zone 
will be undertaken. A certain number of additional measures are expected to 
be taken to increase Djibouti airport's role in facilitating the develop- 
ment of insular and lanlocked countries (reference: Uganda, Rwanda in 1978) 


A railway rehabilitation and renovation project is under way. During the 
course of the three-year plan and the subsequent four-year plan, every pro- 
posal contributing to the strengthening of Djibouti's role as a great region- 
al distribution, transit, and connections center will be considered. 


6 Means of financing 


At the moment the Republic of Djibouti has a budget that is dominated by 
"operating costs." The portion reserved for investment and equipment is 
still very modest. 


In addition, the country has very little truly national production activity. 
The nation's financial resources are also very limited. Thus a very large 
part of the funding for the development plan will come from abroad. 


On the national level, the financing policy for the objectives of the plan- 
ning law will be as follows: 


start the activities of the National Bank of Djibouti and apply the 
monetary policy (compulsory reserves, rediscounting, etcetera) 


. make the development fund operational (a major handicap in the credit 
policy is the total lack of medium and long-renge credit, therefore a total 
clamp on the country's development) 


get national private savings into circulation 


create an encouraging climate for small and medium industrial enter- 
prises 
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The three-year plan has a funding requirement of about 70 -billion Djibouti 
francs. 


With our available foreign credit, which depends upon confidence, political 
security, and economic stability: 


With carefully selected and truly negotiable investment holdings: 
We can promote economic and development activity for our country. With the 


development plan and the economic planning act, our country has a steering 
wheel...we mean an economics steering wheel.

BILATERIAL RELATIONS BETWEEN SPAIN, NATION 'ENDANGERED' 
Madrid ACTUALIDAD ECONOMICA in Spanish 20 May 82 pp 23, 25

[Text] After almost 3 years of Spanish cooperation 
in Equatorial Guinea, suspicions on both sides have 
complicated and endangered the bilateral relations. 
With aid cited at almost 1] billion pesetas, the 
Spanish Government has decided to cancel available 
credits in order to limit them to previously 
quantified projects. 


When Spain appointed itself lead vehicle for aid and cooperation with its old 
and abused colony, Equatorial Guinea, an independent republic since 1968, no 
one denied that it would be a difficult path, full of uncertainties, but what 
is certain is that both the governmental and business circles in Spain held 
more than a discreet amount of optimism. 


To begin, the Spanish Government undertook a complete phase of "emergency aid" 
which extended from August 1979, date of Macias' overthrow, until January 1980, 
and which in sustaining grants alone supposed a figure of 600 million pesetas. 
Already by the beginning of 1980, the aid had taken its course and was defined 
within cooperation programs, although without adopting any preestablished 
generalized plan. Only the Treaty of Friendship and Cooperation signed by 

the two countries in Madrid on 23 October 1980 offered any coherence, legal 

at least, to this avalancheof Spanish "generosity" designated to cover the 

most urgent needs. No less than 11 billion pesetas had been spent by the 
Spanish state in this endeavor as of 31 December 1981, but by then the ill 
winds from the gulf had begun to shake the relations between the two countries. 


Starting from Nothing 


The starting point couid not have been more desperate. On the minus side there 
were not even any hotels; the few cars in operation had their doors held on by 
ropes; the Bank officials concentrated on stopping growth and there was not 
even one typewriter that really worked. The delegates from the Bank of Spain 
on the first expedition to Guinea confronted not only lack of light and water, 
but also officials who had not been paid in 6 months, since only Macias held 
the keys to the coffers. But the already known stories aside, the important 
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thing is that the Republic of Equatorial Guinea would that August 1979 open 
itself up to foreign aid with no currency to back it up. The only thing that 
was left, not subject to controi, were the remains of the first issue of 2.5 
billion bipkweles made in London during Macias’ time--the Guinean peseta having 
disappeared with the advent of independence--and a second issue of 1.08 billion 
bipkweles, that Macias himself brought back from London to store in his Mogono 
palace, without giving any notification to the Bank, and which was declared 
void by the government arising from the so-called "coup for freedom." 


It was, therefore, necessary to create a monetary network from virtually 
nothing. In the first place, a devaluation of the ekwele took place on 

1 June 1980 whereby the peseta ceased to correspond, as it had up to then, 

to the ekwele, in order to be adjusted to two bipkweles. This was followed 

by espousing the two alternatives of stamping the money still in circulation 
or creating a new issue from Spain. Political reasons, favoring the elimina- 
tion of the vestiges of the dictator, and practical reasons, the plundering 

of Macias' palace at the time of the coup and his indiscriminate division of 
spoils that he himself made to win over converts at the last moment, made 

the second alternative advisable. Additionally, the possibility of the return 
of the money deposited in bordering African countries could lead to the 
collapse of the economy, and that made the new president opt for ordering the 
Spanish Mint to issue 6.2 billion bipkweles in bills and 61,040 in coin. That 
was on 3 August 1980, the anniversary of the coup for freedom, and between 

15 March and 16 April of the next year, the monetary exchange was established, 
brought about in the most rudimentary fashion, not only through the bank, but 
also by trucks moved especially to the villages, thereby affecting 97 percent 
of the coin and bills in circulation. 


Today the Equatoguinean ekwele still does not have an international rate of 
exchange. But for the time being a financial structure exists which makes it 
possible to channel the monetary operations in the country; the Bank of 
Equatorial Guinea is the issuing bank; the Credit and Development Bank is 

the State and development bank--both of which existed prior to the coup, but 
which were nonoperational until being reactivated with the aid of the Bank 

of Spain--and the Bank of Equatorial Guinea in Spain, Guinextebank, was opened 
on 31 October 1979 by a mixed partnership created between the Foreign Bank of 
Spain and the Bank of Guinea, which underwrote 50 percent of the $1 million in 
capital. 


I}1 Winds 


It was necessary to create not only a monetary network, but also one for 
transportation, food, aid, technology and administration. And this is the 
task being undertaken by the Spanish Government through grants entrusted to 
the State General Budget Office; concessionary credits given to finance equip- 
ment and services, to be administered by the Spanish Fund for Aid and Develop- 
ment (FAD); commercial credits, also for financing the acquisition of equipment 
and priority items, authorized by the Foreign Bank of Spain; and through 
contributions of capital from parastate enterprises. But from the outset some 
difticulties appeared. The first assistance was delivered directly into the 
hands of the authorities, and it was discovered a short time thereafter that 
much of the foodstuffs had been sold, and considerable amounts of medical 
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supplies had made their way onto the black market. It was only at the begin- 
ning of 1980 that some control measures started to be taken, such as the 
mediation by the Red Cross for the distribution of merchandise. There have 
been more irregularities: the only control placed on the commercial credits, 
for example, consists of verifying that the export prices are correct. 
Official sources of the Spanish cooperation commented to ACTUALIDAD ECONOMICA, 
"It is known, for example, that some of these credits intended for trucks have 
been divided among a few friends. But that does not admit more control for 
the Spanish side. There is a buyer, which is the Chamber of Commerce, and a 
seller, which is the Spanish firm; the price of the product is controlled, and 
once it is in the hands of the buyer, he does with it whatever he pleases." 


But the resentment is even stronger on the Guinean side. Perhaps because of 
an ill-conceived nationalism and the anti-Spanish education over 10 years, 

the government of Obiang Ngeuma has placed not a few obstacles to the Spanish 
initiatives to control the channeling of all of this aid. It was just a short 
time ago, last 18 November, when the Spanish Government presented a project 
for economic agreement which included, among other measures, the presence of 
three Spanish executive advisors within the still faltecing Guinean adminis- 
tration: one in the Bank, another at the Department of Business and Finance, 
and a third for control of the Budget Office. 'Technically, it was very good,' 
says a high official from the office of Hispano-Guinean Cooperation, "but 
politically it was untenable because it did not take into consideration the 
strong resistence it would arovse from the Guinean administration."' Paradoxi- 
cally, the country that was clamoring for the aid of another country did not 
permit the other to control and share the responsibility for the development 
of that aid. 


"At this time bilateral relations are good, very good," say well-informed 


sources, "but it must be said that they are very difficult relations; it 
seems that they were afraid that Spain would lead another coup d'etat." 


First, the Project 


All of this has had its effects. Specifically at the Donors Conference held 
in Geneva in April, the Spanish Government showed a change in policy; it 

has committed to granting 1.6 billion pesetas in concessionary credits over 
the next 3 years, with the reservation that, as opposed to the credits of this 
nature approved to date, these would not set aside available capital, but 
rather they will be sent to cover, without encumbrances, the project for which 
they are designated, which may not be modified or increased. Therefore, the 
project is approved, then follows its funding. It now remains to receive 
acceptance and the order of priorities decided upon by the Guinean Government. 
And along side this new credit aid, the 1 billion pesetas approved in the 

1982 Spanish budget remain in place to be channeled into Guinea in the form of 
grants.

CRITICISM OF FIRESTONE OPERATIONS EXPRESSED

[Text] The GHANAIAN TIMES comments on the rape of the country by foreign 
businesses which, from the onset, she had offered the most liberal terms in 
the whole of West Africa. The paper takes up the operations of the Firestone 
Company, now Bonsa Tire Factory, since its inception in 1967. It says the 
government handed to the company a fully developed rubber plantation with the 
building of a tire factory almost completed. It was also offered 60 percent 
of the total shares after a reported nominal transfer of $100,000. In 
return, Firestone promised to transfer its exclusive technology to Ghana, 
train the Ghanaian management and produce personnel so that in 5 years, 

the country could boast of a tire manufacturing facility fully operated by 
Ghanaians. 


It says after 14 years of operation, the company complained of insufficient 
foreign exchange to import raw materials for the tire plant despite the 

firm being allowed to freely indulge in the barter trade. It exports natural 
rubber to its plant in Ohio, United States, and to its other plants in other 
countries in return for needed raw materials. 


The paper does not see why after years of operation and without fulfilling 
its promise of technological transfer for the factory to operate at full 
capacity, an agreement with the company should subject the country to operate 
in accordance with the law of Ohio, in the United States. The TIMES would 
also like to know who in the attorney general's department is an authority 

on the laws of the states in America to negotiate a technical service 
agreement with a private firm committing the country to up to between $25 

and $50 million or more as turnover tax.

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DELEGATION TO ATTEND LAMCO BOARD MEETING

It is still not certain what will become of the 96 Lamco 
workers which the company wants declared ‘redundant’, — a 
move which the Liberian Government has so far opposed. 


The Minister of Lands, Mines 
and Energy, Dr. Fodee Kromah, 
who is set to travel tomorrow 
night to New York for the ensu- 
ing Lamco board meeting, told 
our reporter yesterday that the 
decision affecting the 96 will be 
decided at the ensuing meeting, 
scheduled to take place in New 
York next week. 

The Minister gave a hint that 
he may have an answer to what 
now seems to be a jigsaw puzzle 
regarding the fate of the 
workers, but he would not say 
what it is. 

He, however, said he would 
liké to assure the public that 
whatever decision taken by the 
board ‘would be in the best in- 
terest of both the Government 
and the employees.” But he in- 
sisted that it would be premature 
to give the Government's. deci- 
sion on the case. 

Ever since last year Lamco has 
been seeking permission from 
Government to proceed with the 
redundancy act on the 96 of its 
Liberian employees, because it 


says these workers are un-. 


productive and keeping them 
would be a further drain on its 
already scarce economic 
resources. 

Lamco is one of those com- 
panies which have suffered 
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greatly from the worid recession, 
that has resulted, among other 
‘hings, to 4 drastic dec/ne in the 
price of iron ore. The company is 
simply not selling as much as it 
used to, and_prices have fallen. 

However, Government has 
been reluctant to approve the 
redundancy on the 96 
employees, because it is not con- 
vinced that it is absolutely essen- 
tial to the company’s cost-saving 
measures | 

The Government is arguing 
further that if gave Lamco a 
great deal of help somefime last 
vear, when it dismissed more 
‘han 200 workers for engaging in 
an illegal strike, against the PRC 
decree banning all strikes. The 
company had not asked. that 
these people be dismissed, and 
Government has not asked for 
their replacement. 

The Minister of Labour, Mr. 
David Dwanyen, spoke for- 
thrightly on the issue during a 
meeting with Lamco general 


_ Manager John Pervola early last 


thonth: Mr. ‘Dwanyen told the 
management tha‘ chances were 
“slim” that Government would 
acceed to the request to declare 
the 96 workers redundant. 
Recalling that Government 
had not asked the company to 
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replace the 209 workers sacked 
following the illegal strike last 
year, Mr. Dwanyen asked, “What 
fext how and how far do we go 
to continue pleasing Lamco?” He 
added, “We cannot please in- 
vestors to displease our people. 

Observers believe that the 
Labour Minister was concerned 
about the already precarious 
employment situation in the 
country and was afraid that such 
an action would make matters 
worse. Moreover, it might lead 
other companies to believing 
that they could make the same 
request and expect it to be 
granted. 

But a related issue, also to be 
discussed at the meeting, accor- 
ding to Dr. Kromah, is the sur- 
vival and bridging programme 
devised to keep the company 
alive up to 1987-88. This was 
necessary in view of the high 
cost of materials and spare parts 
and the low price of iron ore on 
the world market. 

He said the high grade ore in 
the Lamco mines would soon be 
exhausted. 

The company had presented to 
Government an eight-point alter- 
native programme, part of which 
was a proposed reduction of its 
employees roster between now 
and 1988. 

Another major issue to be 
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discussed in New York would be 
the retirement of Lamco's $17 
million indebtedness to Granges 
International which, he said, had 
assisted the company over the 
years. 

Dr. Kromah, however, pointed 
out that paying off such a huge 
amount would have an adverse 
effect on Lamco in these critica! 
times. 

Dr. Kromah also revealed that 
cooperation between Lamco and 
Bong Mining Company would be 
discussed at the meeting. This 
cooperation, he noted, would in- 
clude the linking of railroads bet- 
ween the two companies, so as to 
prolong their life span. 

He said with this cooperation 
Lamco would be able to utilize 
the concentrator at the Bong 
Mining Company to process its 
low grade ores. Government has 
appealed to the European 
Economic Community (EEC) for 
$1.9 million to carry out a 
feasibility study for the program, 
Dr. Kromah said. 


The Liberian delegation will in- - 
clude Finance Minister G. Alvin 
Jones, Justice Minister Isaac 
Nyeplu, Planning Minister Byron 
Tarr and technical experts from 
the various ministries.

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FIRESTONE INCREASES PRICE TO RUBBER PRODUCERS AS SUBSIDY

The price of rubber on the local market is to go up by eight cents, 


beginning today, June 1, 1982. 


This means that while until yesterday, Liberian rubber producers 
were selling their non spec coaguium and cup lump to the Firestone 
Plantations Company (FPC) at 14 cents per pound, today the com- 
pany will begin buying the same rubber at 22 cents per pound. 


Disclosing this to the Daily- 
Observer yasterday, Mr. Harry 
Hermeriing, head of the company’s 
Special Project tor Revitalizing the 
Rubber Farm Programme, said 
Firestone was making the increase 
at ts own expense, to subsidize 
Liberian rubber producers, so as to 


enable them to produce more rub- 


ber. 
‘Favourable Impact’ 


The company is to make a formal 
announcement to Liberian farmers 
loday, af 2 meeting m fhe 
Superintendent's office in Kakata, 
Gibi Territory, at 4 o'clock p.m 

The news of the price increase 
has been greeted with relief both by 
the Government and the Liberia 
Rubber Planters Association 
(LRPA). 

Mr. George Padmore, acting 
LRPA president, described it as 
‘encouraging’, and the Acting 
Minister of Agriculture, Mr. James 
D. Sirieaf, Sr., said-it would have a 
favourable. impact on the economy 


Drastic Decline 
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The action by Firestone comes at 
a time when there is a drastic 
decline in rubber production among 
Liberian rubber planters, owing to 
the meagre price of 14 cents per 
pound, which has made it 
uneconomical for many rubber 
olanters to continue tapping their 
trees. Many could not even meet 
their payrolls. 

The resuit has been that 
thousands of ruober farms, 
especially smait and medium sized 
ones, nave been forced to close 
cown their operations, and some 
owners of large farms have also 
threatened to close or sell their rub- 
ber estates. 

Statistics from Firestone’s rubber 
purchase operations show that in 
one month atone, trom March to 
April 1982, the number ot DRC 
pounds of rubber bought from local 
farmers dropped by 330,000 
pounds, from 1,367,900. to 
1,037, 293 pounds. 

But the comparative figure for 
Apri) 1981 shows an even more 
drastic decline. 'n Aprii 1987, the 
company bought 1,842.121 ORC 
pounds which, compared to April 
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1982 shows a joss of 804,828 
pounds. 

When the going was qood. anu 
rubber was being bought at more 
than 30 cents a pound, production 
was much higher. For example, for 
the same month of April of 1979, 


farmers sold to Firestone 2, 187.785 ~~ 


pounds of DRC at 32.4 cents per 
pound. In 1980 the price was 


32.5 cents. The fateful year was 1981, 
when the price plummeted to. 14. 


cents. 

The repercussions. of this im- 
mediately began to show in the 
number of farmers that show up to 
seil their rubber. Three years ago 
Firestone had on its recofds some 
5,197 farmers registered and most 
of them were producing. By 1981 


the number of active producers had» 


declined to 1,670 farmers. 

And the figure is decreasing by 
the week. Mr. hermerling told the 
Daily Observer yesterday that on 
April 23, 1982, there were 148 ac- 
tive farmers; but at May 31, five 
weeks later, the number had deciin- 
ed to less than a hundred! 


Sales Tax Ss 


This decline in rubber production 


has had a devastating effect on the 
national economy, as the Head of. 
State has tried to get across in his 
Speeches on the economy. Not only 
has it contributed to unemployment, 
but has also adversely affected the 
direct Government revenue earn- 
ings. 

For each pound of rubber that is 
solid Government gets a sales tax of 
“1 cent, if the price is more than 20 
cents. This means that since 1981 
Government has received no tax 


from farmers for the sale of rubber, - 


because tha aricawas below the tax.

Autamobile Decline 


Asked what was responsible for 
the sudden drop in the price of rub- 
ber, Mr. Hermerling listed three 
main factors, the most important of 
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which, he said, was the decline in 
the sale of automobiles in the United 
States of America and other parts of 
the world. 

He said General Motors Corpora- 
tion alone has laid off 40,C00 
workers because people just stop- 
ped buying cars. Most of the 
world’s natural rubber is used by 
auto manufacturers for making car 
tyres. The second reason for the 
decline in the price is the cost of 
fuel. 

People found it too costly to run 
their own ears, so they pooled or 
used the public transport. Those 
who bought automobiles preferred 
smalier ones, with smaller tyres. 


The third reason, he said, is due 
to the global recession — there just 
isn't enough money-around for peo- 
Pie to spend, he stated. 


Processing Plant 


He said the fuel crisis had alsc 
seriously hurt the synthetic rubber 
_industry, because this type of rub- 
ber, which is artificial, 1s a DI- 
product of the petroleum industry 

Asked how much Firestone would 
need to spend to subsidize the 
price, “Mr. Hamerling said over $2 
million. He said the company had 
just.,ynstalied a new processing 
plant; which would cut tNe cost of 
processing rubber. !t was the sav- 
ings from this that would be used to 
subsidize the new rubber price, ne 
explained. 

He stated that the main reason for 
the decision to increase the price of 
rubber was two-fold. First, to heip 
the Liberian economy; and second, 
to encourage the farmers to produce 
more rubber to be absorbed by the 
new processing plant. 

The new piant has the capacity of 
processing some 80 tons a day, he 
Stated, but Firestone’s own rubber 
can only supply about 15 per cent of 
that amount; hence the dependence 
on the local Liberian producers to 
keep the rubber leaking. 


Monitoring Purchases 
The acting president of the 
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Liberia Rubber Planters Associa- 
tion, Mr. Padmore, weicoming the 
news of the pricé increase, said he 
was sure it would encourage many 
Liberian farmers to. re-open their 
farms. Those who did not close 
Could be expected to maximize thet 
efforts to produce more, he added. 
- Mr. Padmore then called on the 
Ministry of Agriculture to do 
something to help the farmers to 
return to their farms. Asked how the 
Ministry could heip, Mr. Padmore 
Suggested that MOA should in- 
Stitute a system for monitoring 
Firestone’s purchase department, 
to make sure that the farmers get a 
fair deal in their sale of rubber. 

He said farmers were concerned 
that one day they would get 43 per 
cent ORC (ary rubber content) and 
the next day # would drop by 10 per 
cent or more. ‘This makes the 


farmers feel insecure or 


dissatisfied’ , he explained. 

Mr Padmore also made a plea to 
Firestone. that they consider 
assisting with the transportation of 
rubber from the farms. He said the 
company could transport the com- 
modity at a cheaper rate than the 
farmers. He was optimistic that 
Firestone would give consideration 
to this suggestion. 
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The Acting Minister of 
Agriculture, Capt. Sirieat. said his 
Ministry had not yet been officially 
informed of the Firestone decision. 
Dut he nevertheless weicomed it 

He Said he was sure many rubber 
planters, including himself, would 
re-open their farms, the employ- 
ment situation would improve and 
Government would De sure to get 
some revenue from the sale of rub- 
Der. 

His only concern. he said. was 
that those farmers whose fafms had - 
closed may find it aifficult ve 
opening, because his experience 
Nad been that once you close a 
farm, tne cups, spouts. wire and 
other farm supplies disappear 

People steal them and to re-open 
you have’ to re-supply — and that s 
costly . he added 

Mr. Hermeling, who nas been in 
charge of Firestone Cavaila in Cape 
Paimas for the past eight years, said 
that in addition to the price in- 
crease, the company wouid re-open 
its farm supply store in Harbel, to 
make it easier for farmers to get 
their supplies 

Firestone would also re-introduce 
tts rubber advisory service: that 
means placing the company's ex- 
pertise at the disposal of needy

CLUE INTERESTED IN CONTINUING MINERAL EXPLORATION

The president of Coastal 
Liberian Uranium Enter- 
prises, Inc., (CLUE), Mr. 
George Nivers, yesterday 
gave assurances to the 
Liberian Government that his 
company was still very much 
interested in continuing its 
mineral exploration here. 

In a telephone call yesterday to 
the Minister of Lands, Mines and 
Energy, Dr. Fodee Kromah, from 
the company’s headquarters in 
Houston, Texas, U.S.A., Mr. 
Nivers said the rumor that CLUE 
was closing down and getting out 
of Liberia “was not true”. 

He assured Dr. Kromah that if 
the company contemplated such 
a move, the Government would 
be duly informed, in conformity 
with the concessions agreement. 

The long distance call came in 
the wake of widespread rumors 
that the company was pulling out 
of Liberia, following its sale of 
most of its equipment and its lay- 
ing off of 75 per cent of its 
workers. 

The Daily Observer, in its May. 
13th issue, carried a story in 
which CLUE’s general manager, 
Mr. Leslie Kaye, denied the 
rumor and explained that the 
laying off of personne! and sale 
of some of the company’s equip- 
ment were due to the fact that 
during the rainy season, the com- 
pany usually scaled down its 
operations and concentrated on 
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lab work, “ 

_ CLUE has been operating in 
Liberia since 1977, in a uranium 
exploration exercise, with the 
option to mine uranium and two 
other minerals, if they were 
found. So far the company has 
spent close to $12 million in the 
exploration. 

Mr. Kaye explained that the 
company had become somewhat 
disenchanted by current decline 
in the importance of uranium on 
the world market. 

Minister Kromah, in an inter- 
view with the Daily Observer, 
said the decline was due to the 
closing down of many nuclear 
plants in the United Statcs, owing 
to pressure from the en- 
vironmentailists. | 

He confirmed that the com- 
pany'’s operations are currently 
restricted to lab work. He said 
they had collected samples 
which are now being analyzed in 
their labs here and in Denver, 
Colarado. 

The company had further in- 
tegrated the geological, 
geophysical and geochemical 
results obtained from: their ex- 
ploration and fed the data into a 
computer. The result has been a 
data based map on which they 
pinpointed some important areas 
of mineralization. 
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. ‘Exclusivity’ 


Dr. Kromah said the St. John 
River zone was observed to be a 
significant mineralized area 
which was worth studying fur 
ther to determine its economic 
mining prospects. 

For this reason, he said, the 
company ‘had requested that 
Government grant them “ex- 
clusivity”, or the soie right to ex- 
plore the area and to mine 
whatever minerals they found 
there. 

But after careful analysis, the 
Government turned down the re- 
quest because it was felt not to be 
in the best interest of Liberia, Dr. 
Kroman said. 

It was felt that the area was too 
large and could have up to a half 
dozen different minerals, for 
which it weuld not be wise to. 
grant to one company the ex- 
clusive right fo mine, he explain- 
ed. 

For the company’s part, they 
were afraid that what they 
discovered might be given to 
other companies, if the right to 
mine were left open. 

But, Mr. Kromah added, “it 
would not be in Government's in- 
terest at this time to give the 
whole area to one company.

ISLAMIC LEADEK PUBLICIZES LETTER TO SOVIET ENVOY, ACCUSES OPPONENTS

[Text] Serious accusations were leveled against the MMM 
by Mr Yousouf Mohamed, one of the leaders of the Mauritian 
Islamic Party (PIM), during a meeting at Plaine Verte yes- 
terday, attended by some 2,000 persons (official estimate). 
Citing a 24 September 1971 letter to the Soviet Union's am- 
bassador to Mauritius from Mr Herve Masson, Sr., former 
member of the MMM Politburo and former chief editor of the 
newspaper LE MILITANT, Mr Mohamed alleged that the MMM 

"had already appealed in writing for Russian financial and 
military assistance." 


In the same letter, the MMM "Shadow Cabinet" supposedly solicited the Soviet 
ambassador's intercession with his country's government in order to help the 
MMM "establish contacts with other © cialist governments and worldwide revolu- 
tionary organizations, notably with .ie CDR and the Afro-Asian People's Soli- 
darity Organization."'

Besides Mr Mohamed, four other speakers addressed the gathering, namely 
Mr Raouf Jeerooburkhan, who chatred the meeting, and Messrs Issac Lallmohamed, 
Rashid Mohamed, Ismael Nawoor and Sidick Naudeer. A noteble absence, however, 
was that of Mr Ahmed Hyderkhan, former assistant police commissioner, who was 
one of the founding members of PIM. In fact, Mr Hyderkhan has not chaired PIM 
meetings for over a month, supposedly for "health reasons.'’ According to PIM 
leaders, he is currently being treated at a clinic on the island of Reunion. 


Let us emphasize that none of the five party speakers spared the PSM [Mauritian 
Socialist Party] or its leader, Mr Harish Boodhoo. In fact, the PSM was pre- 
sented to the citizens of Port Louis as being "a real danger to the Moslem 
community as a whole.’

After reading this letter, Mr Mohamed remarked that he would be unpatriotic 

if he didn't attack the MMM. He said that he would rather lose the elections 
by criticizing the MMM than betray the Mauritian people and the Moslem commun- 
ity. In the speaker's opinion, the MMM has remained fundamentally Marxist. 
Masson's letter proves it. In the same fashion, the real nature of the MMM 
has been hidden by keeping Mr Dev Virahsawmy out of the spotlight. 


As a whole, Mauritians are demanding change nowadays. However, what change 
should be chosen? Mr Mohamed has insisted that the electorate should not opt 
for a change which would "strengthen the country's ties to the same Russia which 
continues to destroy Afghanistan.'' Such a change would not be in the Moslem 
interest, because with the accession of a Marxist government, Saudi Arabia would 
close its doors to Mauritians and the emigrant workers would be repatriated. 
Today, Mauritius needs a change of regime which would put an end to corruption 


and waste, and would establish social justice for all. 


Mr Mohamed then denied having negotiated for an important loan from Arab coun- 
tries on behalf of the government. He said he had never done any such thing. 

Commenting on an anti-PIM tract 
which is currently circulating in Plaine Verte, Mr Mohamed denied having had 
anything to do with Sir Gaetan Duval during the coalition government. He had 
chosen to remain in the coalition government in order to make sure whether or 
not the rights of Moslems were protected.

PIM DENOUNCES PAN SPOT ADVERTISEMENTS 
Port Louis L'EXPRESS in French 9 May 82 p 6 


[Text] The Mauritian Islamic Party (PIM) opposed the 

decision of the National Alliance Party (PAN) to make 

use of television "spots" on television. In their view, 

such a policy discriminates from the start against those 

who do not have the means to pay for such promotional 

advertisements and proves that the government is ready to 

use television for any means whatever. They also deplored 

"the low attacks" made by means of these publicity "spots." 
According to the PIM spokesman, those responsible for these publicity "spots" 
took unfair advantage of the trust of "people who did not even know that these 
films were going to be used for the purpose of political propaganda." 


Yousouf Mohamed, leader of the PIM, also condemned the decision made the 
previous week by the minister of information reserving to himself the power 
to accept or to reject any promotional advertisement at his discretion. The 
PIM, he added, is frustrated in the face of such favoritism. He also criti- 
cized the members of the PAN who attacked Libya during the publicity spot 
Wednesday night without at the same time giving the country's representatives 
the right of reply on MBC/TV. "We condemn the low attacks of these appren- 
tice politicians,'' he emphasized. 


Moreover, the leader of the PIM warned the government authorities against any 
attempt to attack the Libyan embassy. According to information given by 
Mohamed the government is thinking of closing the Libyan Embassy a few days 
before the elections. Such a decision, he indicated, runs the risk of 
causing a general uprising. 

The PIM leader also castigated those who criticize Saudi Arabia, and the PSM

Furthermore, Mohamed demanded details from the government and from the 
leaders of the MMM/PSM coalition about granting unemployment benefits. He 
also asked that the government define the criteria it intends to follow in

recruiting the unemployed. 
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Mohamed made an allusion to the promises made by the leaders of the MMM/PSM 
alliance with regard to the abolition of export tax on sugar produced by 
small growers. He labeled such a promise "an empty electoral husk" and 
indicated that the members of the MMM and PSM who have sat in parliament 
ought to know that small growers are not affected by the export tax. 


Mohamed also criticized the promises of tax reductions made by the MMM/PSM 
alliance and demanded that its leaders explain how they plan to go about 
paying for unemployment benefits while granting tax reductions at the same 
time. 


He alleged that the candidates of the PIM and its leader in particular are 
presently the object of a slanderous campaign conducted in Port Louis by 
the MMM with the sole purpose of discrediting them. 


Furthermore, Mohamed gave permission to all interested to make inquiries about 
his bank account and denied rumors circulated in some areas to the effect that 
he had received money from a foreign power.

a tired, drowsy and untalkative Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam

The speaker 
placed the unemployment problem in a world economic context (inflation and 
recession) and in a national one (these last 5 years the country has under- 
gone floods, cyclones and drought in addition to strikes which were a blow to 
the country's economy). 


Moreover, he accused the MMM of having prevented the government from going 
ahead with the northern airport project and declared that, if victorious,

MUSLIM GROUP CIRCULATES SECTARIAN TRACT 
Mauritius THE NATION in French 9 May 82 pp l, 8 


[Text] A sectarian tract in circulation in the country. 
The Muslim core of the MMM, which according to words 
attributed to a party leader represents 90 percent of 

this ethnic group, is demanding its rights. The group 

Al Fateh is taking the task upon itself in a tract written 
in a style similar to that of a pro MMM weekly. In sum, 
the tract comes straight out with claims of which the 
leadership of the party is not unaware. 


The core group demands: 


1) That Friday be the public holiday for Muslims and not Sunday. The 
constitution should guarantee this right. 

2) That a piece of ground near the citadel or the Montagne des Signaux, of a 
reasonable altitude at least, be sold to the Libyan Embassy, which would build 
a mosque on it. (Muslims have the right to have such a scared place, as the 
Hindus have Grand Bassin and the Creoles have Marie, Reine de la Paix). 

3) The Muslims be drawn in sufficient numbers from the public and private 
sectors. 

4) That two Muslims be appointed to the Public Service Commission, to the 
Police Service Commission, and to the Local Government Service Commission. 

5) That an embassy be opened in Tripoli but that that in Cairo should not 
close its doors. 

6) That a fifth of radio and television time be reserved for Muslims. 


The Muslim core group insists that six important ministries be granted them: 
education, health, agriculture, housing, employment and commerce. Names put 
forward are: Khodabux, Maudarbaccus, Kasenally, Gendoo, Sobadur and Uteem. 


No precise details are given on the role the Kader Bhayat would have but it is 
clear that, being in the first rank, he is entitled to a key post, probably 
that of deputy prime minister. 


But the tract contains an important message also: "Zette ou le corps nette 
dans sa bataille quie pe vini. Soutenir tous candidats MMM and PSM avec 
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intelligence [Support all MMM and PSM candidates intelligently] Oune trouve 
couma election candidats musulmans fine deroule la campagne--on conne que 
bisin vote avec intelligence cette fois-ci."" The word "intelligently" 
appears twice as if to stress its importance.

JUST about everybody. includ- 
ing its political opponents, is 
agreed that the austerity 
measures imposed by the 
federal administration to pull 
our economic chestnuts out of 
the fire are quite in order. Some 
may. with good reason, question 
the wisdom of the National 
Assembly giving near-absolute 
powers to the President to put 
things back in shape, but few 
would doubt that he has so far 
put them to good and accep- 
table use. Still we would like to 
caution the administration 
against misjudging the public 
mood to go along with the auste- 
rity measures by proceeding to 
mpose other measures which 
are unjustifiable. Already, we 
can detect signs of this. 

In his letter to the National 
Assembly about his govern- 
ment’s decision to cut the pay 
(by 12%2% from April 1) and 
whittle down the perks enjoyed 
by political office holders, Pre- 
sident Shehu Shagari said 
similar measures would soon 
be taken for the public service. 
We think the federal govern- 
ment should reconsider this 
decision. Already. the Nigeria 
Labour Cengress is issueiag 
ominous threats against al! 
governments, should workers’ 
pay be cut. And quite predic- 
tably the Academic Staff Union 
of Universities is kicking 
against the suspension of their 
new and better salary structure 
and threatening to down their 
chalks again.

worse time for stikes than now, 
especially when, as in_ this 
case, they are avoidable. 

We are not however urging 
some rethinking on the matter 
simply because workers are 
threatening to strike. Rather it 
ts because there is not much 
justification in subjecting the 
public servants too to such 
cuts in their income. True 
these hard times call for 
ali-round sacrifice, but lets face 
t, the public service pay struc- 
ture is hardly the source of our 
present economic misfortunes.

PRICES of some commodities apd services have gone up since the Federal Government introduc- 
ed measures to redeem the country’s economy. 
\ market survey conducted by the News Agency of Nigeria (NAN) in some parts of the country, 
however Showed that the rise in prices vary according to places. 


In Port Harcourt, prices of 
some foodstuffs rose sharply in 
the past two weeks. For instance, 
a bag of rice which before the 
austerity measures sold at 45 
Naira, now sells at 65 Na 
while a bag of beans rose from 90 
Naira to 120 Naira. 

The quantity of meat which 
people bought for about 5 Naira 
at the main market a month ago 
now costs twice that price. 

HoWever, prices of gari ‘and 
yam have remained constant. 

The survey showed that stalls 
for imported fabrics at the major 
markets in the city, remained 
sealed up by their owners follow- 
ing increased raids by customs 
officials. 

At present, a taxi ride in Port 
Harcourt costs 20 kobo for short 
distances while passengers pay 
10 kobo a drop. 

Some bus drivers interviewed 
said that new fares would come 
into effect soon. 

In Sokoto, a bag of American 
rice now Sells at between 68 Naira 
and 70 Naira instead of 45 Naira 
for which it was sold before the 
new measures. Thailand rice sold 
at 28 Naira before, now costs bet- 
ween 58 and 60 Naira a bag. 

The rice of a 10-kilogramme 
packet of semovita has risen 
from 7.50 Naira to 9 Naira. while 
that of two-kilogramme packet 
snows an increase of about 40 
kobo. 

A tin of groundnut oil sells at 18 
Naira, showing an increase of 
about 3 Naira while the price of 
palm-oil remained at 18 Naira 
per tin 


A measure of local rice, beans © 


and gari however shows only a 
slight increase of between 20 kobo 
to 30 kobo per measure. 

In Bauchi, a measure of long 
grain rice which sold at 1.70 
Naira before the announcernent 
now sells at 2.50 Naira while the 
Thailand rice which sold at 1.30 
Naira per measure now Sells at 2 
Naira and a measure of gari 
which sold at 1.50 Naira now sells 
at 1.70 Naira. 

A small tuber of yam which 
sold at about 1.50 Naira now sells 
at 2 Naira while a measure of 
ma > and guinea corn now sells 
for. .obo instead of 40 kobo. 

Prices of groundnut oil and 
paim-oi! .. 14 other essential com- 
modities like, sugar, milk, soap 
and tooth paste have however not 
been affected. 

The prices of a 50-kilogramme 
tag of imported rice which rose 
to over 70 Naira at the com- 
mencement ot the measures had 
comé down tod 55 Naira. 

Prices »f fhe various types of 
imported vegetable oil have also 
increased by between 30 kobo and 
50 kobo, depending on the brand. 

The prices of beverages. most 
of which are locally produced re- 
main unchanged while bélween 
10 kobo and 5 kobo has been add- 
ed to the cost of imported sugar 
depending on the size. 

There have been increases in 
the prices of building materials 

Sanitary wares, including 
baths, wash hand basin, stainless 
sinks, fitting and water heater 
have had their prices increased 
by between 10 per cent and 40 per 
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cent, while various types of wall 
tiles produced locally now carry 
an increase of more than 50 per 
cent. 

A textile dealer have complain- 
ed of poor sales in the last five 
months. 

A market woman, Alhaja Hu- 
main Alaga, attributed the poor 
sale since the beginning of the 
year to the poor condition of 
farmers who had little or nothing 
to live on. 

Another woman, who preferred 
to remain annoymous, lamented 
“the whole of yesterday I made 
no sale.”’ 

Petrol dealers in Suleja and its 
environs have raised the price of 
fuel 

A litre of petrol now sells bet- 
ween 23 kobo and 25 kobo instead 
of 20 kobo 

Fuel pumps at the petrol sta- 
tions have been adjusted io 
record extra cost for the fuel per 
litre 

Some dealers told NAN ‘now 
can we buy something at Sokoto 
and sell it at the same price 
without making a prorit.”’ 

In Kano, the fuel crisis which 
began last weekend persisted. A 
drum of petrol is now sold for i00 
Naira instead of 40 Naira. 

A NAN correspondent observed 
that motorists were willing to pay 
“anything for any quantity of fuel 
they could get © 

One of the motorists who clain: 
ed to have abandoned his vehicle 
for three days in petro] station 
said that he was compelled to pay 
10 Naira for a bucket of the com. 
modity 
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Traders have resorted = to 
transporting fuel in drums and 
jerrycans from Kaduna and 
Piateau states for sale at exhorbi- 
tant prices in Kano. 

The vehicles abandoned at 
pétroi stations in Kano are those 
owned by both the Federal and 
State Governments 

As the situation deteriorated 
transportation between Kano and 
other cities had been partially 
paralysed, the correspondent 
said 

Shortage of fuel had also been 
bitting hard in Sokoto in the past 
two weeks 

Road side dealers were having 
a field day by selling a gallon of 
petrol for between 1.50 to 2 Naira. 

Scores of motorists and motor- 
cycle onwers sometimes abandon- 
ed their vehicles, and went to 
work in taxis as they could not af- 
ford the price of the fuel. 

Many of them who had queued 
for hours at filling stations to fill 
their tanks were often told at the 
last minute that there was no 
fuel. 

The secretary of the state- 
owned Rima Transport Corpora- 
tion, Alhaji Muhammadu Datt 
Garba, said on Thursday that the 
situation would be restored to 
normai ‘‘within a few days.” 

He said that the shortage was 
as a result of technical problems 
at the Kaduna Refinery and 
assured the public that 13 tankers 
with a total capacity of 312.000 
litres were being awaited

National Assembly Approval

[Text] THE National Assembly has endorsed the proposed for press cen- 
sorship during future elections in the country. 

This followed the decision of the joint conference of the National 
Assembly on the Elecioral Bill 1981 yesterday which approved the set- 
ting up of a National Advisory Council on Federal Government owned 
mass media organisation, 

The press censorship during election was as resuit of a new 
clause inserted in the electoral bill by the House of Kepresentatives 
during deliberation on the bill to the effect that the press would be 
monitored three months before elections and one month after. 

However, the National Advisory Council would comprise of one 
representative each of all the contesting political parties and its chair- 
man elected from among the members while an official of FEDECO 
would be nominated as its secretary 

The national advisory council according to the joint conference 
should allow programme on political activities appear on radio and 
television network to ensure a free and fair election 

Betore this provision was endorsed, it generated a lot of opposition. 
from members who saw it as abnoxious. Those wo supported it 
argued that it would afford all political parties equal opportunity to 
sell their ideas to the electorate through the mass media 

The provision sailed through by a single vote cast by the chairman of 
the joint conference, the Deputy Seiia'e President John Wash Pam 


Other amendments passed by the joint committee are ihat FEDECO 
should pay the fees ot all poiling and counting agents emploved by ail 
candidates during future elections in the country 

Also, the joint conference adopted a provision which mandated 
FEDECO to declare nuil and void the election in any constituency 
where the number of votes cast exceeded the number of registered 
votes 

The joint conference rejected a House of Representative amend- 
ment which provided that FE DEC should recognise the faction of a 
party which commands a simple mayority in the National Assembly 
and state assemblies 

lt empowered FEDECO to retain for a period of 12 months all 
documents relating to an election conducted by 1

NEXT time Senator John Wash 
Pam. the Senaie Vice-President 
mouthes words about the need 
for a free press, pressmen 
can tell him to go ‘teil it to the 
marines’ and they would be 
night: after what he did on 
Wednesday. he can _ hardly 
convince anyone that anything 
he says for the press are not 
said tongue in the cheek. As the 
chairman of the joint conie- 
rence of the National Assembly 
on the 1981 Electoral Bill, his 
alone it was to settie the ques- 
tion of setting up the dubious 
(at best) Nationai Advisory 
Council (NAC) to censor the 
press, three months before and 
one month after the elections. 
There was a tie between those 
for it and against and so it was 
left to the senator to break the 
tie. It was most unfortunate that 
he chose to break it against the 
press. 

Thanks therefore to him, at 
least the federal owned mass 
media may read or sound like 
the Hansard of the National 
Assembly—boring, wordy and 
all that—for four months around 
the elections. During that 
period irreparable damage 
could be done to the credibility 
of the press. As we Said on 
November 27 last year when we 
first spoke against the idea of 
NAC, nobody doubts that the 
fears of politicians not in power 
abou: an unfair use of the press 
by those in power, are valid. But 
such fears are even more valid 
for state-owned media. On this 
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count, the idea of NAC is 
discriminatory against the party 
in power at the centre except if 
similar bodies will be set up by 
the state assemblies. 

However all this is really un- 
necessary and unwise. First of 
ai, elections are won at the 
polis, not in the mass media no 
matter what influence people 
atiribute to them. If this were 
not so, Malam Aminu Kano’s 
PRP and Dr. Nnamdi Azikiwe’s 
NPP for example, would not 
have stood a cat in hell's 
chance of winning any 
elections in 1979 after all that 
was Said about their taxes. B 
the same token, the UPN whic 
seems to enjoy the widest 
favourable publicity in the 
country’s mass media as a 
whole, would have won the last 
presidential elections. Se- 
condly, thought it is difficult 
for politicians to trust each 
other enough to guarantee fair 
competition, there is no 
substitute for such mutual trust 
f we are to beccme politically 
developed. fo harry helpless 
pressmen may be ali too easy, 
but it can only aggravate an 
already not-so-good state of 
reporting by the mass media. 
The National Assembly should 
therefore think again before 
sending the bill for the Presi- 
dent's signature. The solution 
to partisan reporting lies in fin- 
ding means of deterring politi- 
clans in gower from ely ng at 
being editors rather than those 
not in power joining in.

[Text] HE long awaited amnesty for the former 


_ Biafran leader, Col Chukwuemeka 
Odumegwu Ojukwu, has come at last. The news 
was released after President Shagari’s 
consultation with the National Council of States 
which met early in the week in Lagos. We are 
overjoyed when we realise that fhe clemency to 
Ojukwu came on the same date our editorial 
asked for immediate pardon for Ojukwu. 

WE place on record the invaluable role played 
by the National Counéii of States which 
unanimously gave approval to the memorandum 
by the President in respect of the presidential 
clemency to the former Biafran leader. We hereby 
commend members of the Council of States 
whose instrumentality has secured Coil Ojukwu a 
free pardon. 

FURTHERMORE, we can never lose sight of the 
effective part played by the leadership of the 
Nigerian Peoples Party in the issue. The Owelle of 
Onitsha and the leader of the party, Chief (Dr) 
Nnamdi Azikiwe had consistentiy spoken of the 
need to do away with partisan politics and grant 
Ojukwu state pardon which he deserved. The 
Anambra State Governor, Chief Nwobodo, hac 
on his part, remained totally committed, from his 
relentless and unequivocal pronouncements and 
appeals, towards the free pardon for Col. Ojukwu. 
In fact, the NPP as a party must be commended 
for the various parts it played in this regard. 

IT is our honest belief that, with his wealth of 
knowledge, experience and expertise, Col Ojukwu 
will certainly contribute in no small measure 
towards the development and unification of 
Nigeria.

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THE significance of this state pardon could be 
evaluated from many different perspectives. For 
one thing, it has portrayed members of the 
National Council of States as responsible and 
responsive feaders who listen to peopl when 
they cry out.

AGAIN, Ojukwu’s state pardon will go down in 
history as the right step in the nght direction taicen 
to put a final end to the memories of the last civil 
war and its consequences.

“No victor, No vanquished’ which epitomised the 
end of the war. 

NIGERIANS, especially from the igbo speaking 
areas who constituted the then Republic of Biafra 
can now heave a sigh of relief and rejoice that all 
those who Were involved in one way or the other 
in the execution of the civil war in the country 
have been restored freedom.

This was why we emphasised 
that the issue should not be politicised in any 
way. 

NIGERIANS, nay, the igoos in particular can 
now rejoice along side with their couriterparts in 
the North to welcome back home their sons as 
they now have the fraedom to come home when 
they will. Once again we thank me bers of the 
National Council of States for demonstrating their 
fatherly role in this issue.

DISAGREEMENT ON OIL PIPELINE NOTED

This is because the NNPC now 
has to spend 18 million Naira to 
install its pipeline through a new 
route to its Calabar fuel depot, as 
against three million Naira it 
should have spent if it were. 
allowed to route the pipeline 
through the Calabar port, as in 
the original plan. 

The Deputy Manager of the 
Pipeline Operations Divison of 
the NNPC, Dr. G. S. Ihetu, who 
disclosed this to the Sunday New 
Nigerian in Kaduna, revealed 
that whereas only one kilometre 
of pipeline was needed to link the 
Calabar fuel depot to a jetty 
through the Calabar port, the new 
route for the pipeline was three 
kilometres long. 

Saying that this was responsi- 
ble for the 15 million Naira in- 
crease in the cost of the pipeline 
link, Dr. Thetu added that it will 
now iake his corporation ‘‘a 
longer time’ to install the 
pipeline through the new route to 
a jetty (yet to be completed) 
where refined petroleum pro- 
ducts would be received from the 
Warri refinery by barge and 
pumped to the Calabar fuel 
depot 

As a result of this hitch, the 
Calabar fuel depot, which was 
completed about two years ago, 
is yet to start functioning

Sunday New Nigerian in- 
vestigations also revealed that 
two other fuel depots at Gusau in 
Sokoto state and and Gombe in 
Bauchi state have also been lying 
idle for about two years now. 

According to the Pipelines 
boss, Dr. Ihetu, this is because 
the Kaduna refinery could not 
produce enough fuel to feed 
these depots due to the non- 
functioning of its heavy crude 
refining unit, since the refinery 
was eommissioned two years 


‘ ago. 


Attributing this to ‘problem we 
are facing at Eskravos with 
facilities for receiving imported 
heavy crude’ for the second 
distillation unit of the Kaduna 
refinerv now lying idie, Dr. [hetu 
expressed the hope that ‘‘by the 
end of this year, we will be in a 
position to install these 
facilities.”’ 

Right now, negotiations are go- 
ing on over the source of foreign 
crude for tne affected unit of the 
Kaduna refinery, the Pipelines 
boss revealed, adding that as 
soon as the importation and pum- 
pine of foreign heavy crude to 
Kaduna begins, enough products 
would be produced tor the fuel 
depots now lying idle in the nor- 
thern states 

Meanwhile, the computer 


equipment for the control of 
operations in the 3,000 kilometres 
network of oil pipelines in the 
country is still lying virtually idle 
in the main control room of the 
Kaduna refinery. 

Suriay New Nigerian in- 
vestigations revealed that, to 
function effectively, the equip- 
ment has to depend on adequate 
installation of telecommunica- 
tion facilities in the country. 

But, following the inadequate 
provision of these facilities in the 
country, the equipment — which 
should be operated by remote 
contro] — is still being operated 
“the hard way” (manually), 
since its installation two years 
ago 

In his comment, the NNPC 
Pipelines boss, Dr. thetu, noted 
with regret that the installation of 
the telecommunication facilities 
needed for effective functioning 
of the equipment ‘‘should have 
been completed by now if this 
was treated exclusively as an 
NNPC project.” 

But, according to Dr. Ihetu, the 
project was ‘‘tied to other 
telecommunication projects be- 
ing executed in the country and 
as such the equipment has to wait 
for all these projects to be com 
pleted before it can function ef- 
fectively.”’

dustries. Right now it is 
not and has not been 
since the decline of 
agriculture nearly two 
decades ago. The rea- 
sons are not too far to 
fetch. Foremost is poor 
pricing.

On Hamda Ventures, the Direc- 
tor of Audit said, ‘‘Hamda Ven 
tures Limited would appear to 
have lost 2.768 Lags of rice when 
they delivered to Kaduna, 57,232 
out of the 60,000 bags of rice they 
were supposed to have delivered 
from Lagos’ 

He said Hamda Ventures were 
therefore to account for 93,170.88 
Naira being the cost of the miss 
ing 2.768 bags of rice at 33.66 
Naira per bag” 

Commenting on the agency's 
stores record, the Director of 
Audit said ‘‘the failure of the en 
tre store staff to record and 
maintain proper stores records 
made it difficult for me to ex- 
amine the details of issues made 
by them and to ascertain exact 
balances remaining and quan- 
hties missing” 

He added ‘‘it is sad to note that 
of the 162,565 bags of rice receiv 
ed and documented bv the same 
stores staff. only less than 20,000 
bags of rice representing about 12 
per cent of the rice were covered

Some of those threatened with death have fled their homes, according to 
sources from Kangwane. 


The threats, believed to have been made by forces loyal to former Kangwane 
chief executive councillor, Mr Enos Mabuza, followed the announcement by 
the South African Government last week that Kangwane and the Ingwavuma will 
be incorporated into Swaziland. 


The sources said the forces were determined to kill all leading personalities 
who favour incorporation and destroy properties. 


The sources also refuted Mr Mabuza's recent claim that out of about 20 chiefs 
in Kangwane only two wanted incorporation. In fact, the source, said only 
12 chiefs there were against the unification and 15 are in favour. 


In a reference to the referendum demanded by Mr Mabuza to test the views of 
South African Swazis on the unification, the source dismissed such an idea. 


"There was no referendum when the Swaziland was arbitrarily annexed into 
South Africa. So, why a referendum when the land is being returned to its 
rightful owners," he asked. 


In a reference to a statement by the Azanian People's Organisation (AZAPO) 
expressing its opposition to the unification of the Swazis, the source 
expressed surprise at such an outburst, 


These, he said, were the people who run to Swaziland to seek protection 
whenever things become difficult for them in their own country. 


Children of such prominent black leaders in South Africa as Nelson Mandela 


(ANC leader serving life sentence on Robben Island) received their education 
in Swaziland. 
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He added: "Numerous other South African freedom fighters have been granted

--a speech by the chairman of the Commission for Co-operation and Development, 
Mr Hennie Van Der Walt, in which he said: "In the light of the new government 
policy of economic development it was necessary to review whether some of the 
black spots needed to be removed." 


--a speech by the nationalist MP for Klip Rover, Mr Val Volker, in which he 
said that black landowners in 'white' areas who were farming their land 
economically should not be moved. 


The high cost of relocation--probably about R180,500,000 at today's prices 
to move the 230,000 people on freehold black land in Natal alone--could also 
discourage continued removals, AFRA said. 


But, despite these facts, evidence suggested that "far from stopping further 
removals the government is still determined to push ahead with the programme 
that necessarily involves the forced relocation of thousands of blacks in 
Natal and elsewhere," the report said. 


The report lists several areas in Natal where people are earmarked for removal 
and where preparations to relocate the communities continued even after the 
three developments in April.

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DETAILS ON BOMB EXPLOSIONS IN PAUL PIETERSBURG GIVEN 

Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 4 Jun 82 ppl, 2 

[Text] Police launched a nationwide manhunt yesterday for the saboteurs re- 

sponsible for six bomb explosions which rocked the small northern Natal town 

of Paulpietersburg on Wednesday night. 

The blasts, which came only a few hours after two Johannesburg salesmen were 

attacked by suspected terrorists near the town, damaged a fuel depot, railway 


lines and a transformer. 


They also destroyed two petrol tankers and a diesel tank. Nobody was injured 
in the explosions, for which n- one has claimed responsibility yet. 


All the explosions occurred about midnight on Wednesday night. Four occurred 
hear the Kemps List mine, one at a Total fuel depot and another at the Paul- 
pietersburg railway station. 


Firemen battled for hours to contain a blaze caused by the blast at the fuel 
depot, only managing to extinguish the flames late yesterday afternoon. 


Eyewitnesses said the flames had leapt hundreds of metres into the air. 
The explosion also set alight an oil store and two petrol tankers. 
Damage was reported to be extensive. 


A railway transformer and a diesel tank were damaged in explosions in the 
vicinity of the Kemps List mine. 


Police said the explosions--believed to have numbered four--had occurred at 
about 11 last night, on a railway branchline leading from the mine to the 
main Paulpietersburg-Vryheid line. 


The head of the railway police in Natal, Brigadier C Robbertze, said minimal 
damage had been caused by the blast which rocked the Paulpietersburg railway 
station shortly before midnight. 


He said the explosion had caused a minor traffic disruption but everything was 
back to normal by yesterday morning. 
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The explosives had apparently been placed in a signal box next to the railway 
tracks. | 


The type of explosives used in the blasts had not yet been determined. 

Only hours before the blasts, two freelance representatives for several Johan- 
nesburg firms, Mr G Viljoen (52) and Mr Ben Ludick (18), both from Jeppe, were 
allegedly attacked by two men dressed in khaki jackets and wielding automatic 
weapons. 

They told police they had been watching television at about 6,30 pm in the 
back of a panel van parked at a roadside rest site about 5 km outside the town 


when the suspected terrorists struck. 


The victims said they had been beaten and robbed of their wristwatches before 
being tied to trees. 


They apparently managed to free themselves shortly after their assailants had 
made their getaway. 


A police spokesman said Mr Viljoen had received slight chest injuries in the 
attacks. The organisation has threatened to step up its attacks on key in- 
stallations throughout the country.

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RAIL LINE BOMBED; PASSENGERS UNHURT

[Excerpts] The driver of the packed passenger train which was bombed by 
saboteurs in the eastern Transvaal at the weekend said yesterday if he had 
been going a little faster the explosion could have caused the worst rail 
disaster in South Africa's history. 


Mr J. A. Odendaal of Komatipoort said the bomb had been placed on the rails 
on a corner only 30m from a bridge over the Elands River. 


"We could easily have plunged into the river with great loss of life and 
serious injury," a shaken Mr Odendaal said in a telephone interview yesterday. 
The train was carrying nearly 350 people and was on its way from Maputo to 
Pretoria." 


Meanwhile, a massive manhunt has been launched for the saboteurs by the 
railways police assisted by SA police and commandos. 


The explosion took place shortly after 2 a.m. on Saturday. The train, 
carrying mainly black passengers, was brought to a halt only a kilometre 
outside Waterval Onder station. 


The bomb rocked the locomotive and caused a metre-wide crater. Miraculously 
fifteen passenger carriages filled to capacity did not derail although the 
sleeping passengers were jolted awake by the blast. 


Mr Odendaal and his assistant, Mr P. G. Wolmarans, also from Komatipoort, were 
slightly injured and treated at the Waterval Boven Hospital for internal 
injuries, bruises and shock. No passengers were injured. 


The commissioner of the railways police, Lieut-Gen Hannes Visagie, said 
last night it was not yet known what type of explosives had been used in the 
attack but said it could easily have been a terrible disaster. 


"The bomb exploded on a curve on the line and near a bridge over a river. It 
could have been much worse. Nobody has as yet claimed responsibility but it 
would appear to have been the work of the African National Congress."

[Text] The border adjustment with South Africa will not affect employment 
Opportunities and the improvement of the living standards of the people 
in the affected areas. 


Their social and welfare benefits will also not be affected, said the 
minister for foreign affairs, Mr R. V. Dlamini, in a government statement 
on the land deal with South Africa. 


Speaking at a press conference at Lobamba, Mr Dlamini said: "There will be 
no forced movement of people from their present areas." 


The full text of the minister's statement, which was the first official 
reactionto the South African parliament last Thursday, said: 


"IT wish to refer to the statement made in the South African parliament on 
Thursday, the 6th May 1982, [as printed] by the honourable minister for 
foreign affairs, Mr R. F. Botha when replying to questions asked by members 
of parliament on the border adjustment talks between the Kingdom of Swaziland 
and the Republic of South Africa in which he said, and I quote: 


"The whole issue should be seen against the background of tidying up as far 

as possible the legacies of imperialism.... The determination of the boundaries 
of Swaziland in the colonial era of the 19th century left numerous Swazi tribes 
outside Swazi territory, and this is a fact. The Swazis in South Africa 

have the same language, customs and culture as the Swazis of Swaziland and they 
acknowledge the king of Swaziland." 


The minister continued: "I could add: As much as all their chiefs are still 
recognised by the king of Swaziland today. 


"It is in that background that the world should view the border adjustment 
talks between the Kingdom of Swaziland and the Republic of South Africa. The 
international community should also understand that in fact there has never 
been any mutually recognised boundaries between the Kingdom of Swaziland 

and the Republic of South Africa." 
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What the two countries are doing, therefore, Mr Dlamini continued, is to 
try and settle this problem amicably, and thereby heal the wounds caused 
by the accidents of history. 


"Therefore, the recent statement made by the honourable minister for 
cooperation and development, Dr P.G.J. Koornhof, in which he announced the 
moves and steps that have been taken towards amicably settling the border 
adjustment talks between our two governments, is most welcome to his 
majesty's government and the entire Swazi nation. 


"Swaziland's claim to these lands is based on historical facts and substantive 
evidential documents. The creation of homeland governments over these areas 
was a unilateral decision by South Africa much against the interest of Swazi- 
land, who protested vehemently against these acts." 


On the question of citizenship, the minister of foreign affairs stated that 

the border adjustment settlement will not affect anybody in either employment 
opportunities and the improvement of living standards of people in the affected 
areas, or the social and welfare benefits. 


Further, there will be no forced movement of people from their present areas, 
Mr Dlamini assured. 


On the economic and industrial development of these areas, Mr Dlamini said: 
"With the help of our friends the Kingdom of Swaziland has made [word 
indistinct] economic and industrial development in the last 14 years. Accord- 
ing to the International Monetary Fund, Swaziland is one of the very few 
Third World countries that have a viable economy. 


"Swaziland is ready to tackle this problem as vigorously and as objectively 
as she did when she regained her independence in 1968. Along with the 
economic and industrial development programme, there will be, of course, a 
sustained programme of developing human resources. In doing all this the 
kingdom will maintain her policy of open partnership and free enterprise 
with friendly nations. 


"Swaziland is a member and signatory to the principles enshrined in the charters 
of the United Nations, the Organisation of African Unity and the Nonaligned 
Movement. Swaziland is also an active member of the Commonwealth of Nations. 
This country was admitted into membership of these international organisations 
holding in hand its membership of the Southern African Customs Union and 

was accepted as such," he stated. 


"It is on record that the border question between Swaziland and South Africa 
dated back to the last century during the reign of King Mbandzeni. In the 
period 1910 to 1966, Swaziland was in frequent contact with the United Kingdom 
Government on the question of its borders. South Africa was also in contact 
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with the United Kingdom. In 1967 the British Fmbassy, at the request of the 
Swazi nation, informed the government of the Republic of South Africa to hold 
the matter in abeyance until Swaziland became independent. Accordingly 
direct discussions between the two independent states were commenced in 
1969--a year after Swaziland had regained her independence from the United 
Kingdom. Therefore, the allegation that Swaziland is being wooed by 

South Africa into its constellation of states is not only wishful and 
speculative thinking, but a dangerous and deliberate attempt to destroy 
genuine efforts to maintain peace and tranquillity in southern Africa. 
Swaziland is a sovereign and independent state and was exercising her rights 
under international law when she entered into bilateral negotiations with 
South Africa over the question of border adjustments." 


On liberation movements such as the ANC, the minister for foreign affairs 
said Swaziland will not allow itself to be used as a springboard to attack 
its neighbours. 


"Swaziland is a signatory to the United Nations Convention for Refugees. 
Swaziland, like any other state, will not allow her territory to be used 

as a base for attacking any of her neighbours. It must be remembered that 
Swaziland under international law may only provide transit facilities to 
genuine political refugees from any of its immediate neighbouring states. 

It must be borne in mind that since independence Swaziland has continued, 

in close consultation with the United Nations High Commission for Refugees, 
to provide this facility at great expense and sacrifice. Everyone concerned 
knows this fact," he said. 


"IT wish, therefore, to stress that the current threats by the prophets of doom 
and disunity are designed to serve these men's parochial and selfish political 
interest; and are in no way related to the welfare and political progress 

of the blacks in South Africa. Nor are these pseudo politicians concerned 
with promoting economic stability and a political climate conducive to a 
peaceful resolution of our complex problems in this region. 


"Swaziland is now ready to welcome back all her sons and daughters. This 
has been the cry of their parents for years," he continued. 


"We are all Swazis. We need each other and all the skills we can muster to 
exploit the vast natural resources God gave us," Mr Dlamini concluded. 
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SWAZILAND TO BE IN TWO PARTS AFTER LAND DEAL

[Text] Swaziland will consist of two separate blocks of territory after the 
addition of land from South Africa under its "border adjustment" accord 
with Pretoria, it was learnt yesterday. 


Apart from those parts of Kangwane which lie on its northwestern border, 
Swaziland will absorb a piece of land--known as Nsikazi--separated from the 
rest of the country by a corridor of South Africa which carries the main 
railway line from Johannesburg to Maputo. 


Situated near the towns of Nelspruit and White River, Nsikazi was due to 

be excised from Kangwane under the 1975 consolidation proposals but is 
included in an official map of the ceded land released in Pretoria yesterday. 
"Swaziland will look like a Bantustan," the chief executive councillor of 
Kangwane, Mr E. J. Mabuza, remarked at a news conference. 


Mr Mabuza, backed by a 40-strong Kangwane delegation of councillors and 
chiefs, was involved in talks with Dr Piet Koornhof, minister of co-operation 
and development, in an 1lth-hour bid to dissuade Pretoria from going ahead 
with the deal. 


But even before the talks were complete a statement was released, in which 
Dr Koornhof reaffirmed that South Africa and Swaziland had agreed to a 
frontier adjustment providing far the cession of three blocks of Kangwane 
and the Ingwavuma region of Kwazulu to Swaziland. 


Dr Koornhof confirmed in his statement that Pretoria demanded that Swaziland 
accept all South African-born Swazis as a pre-condition for the land transfer. 
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"The border adjustment is a step towards fulfillment of the long-cherished 
ideal of the Swazi people--who have for long been deprived of Swazi 
citizenship by an accident of history--to be united under one king in one 
country," he said. 


Dr Koornhof stressed that all existing "rights, privileges or benefits" 
possessed by the South African Swazi would not be forfeited as a result of 
their change in citizenship. 


"The South African Government, in legislation now being prepared, will 
specifically provide for the retention of the right to remain in, or to 
find new employment in, South Africa," he said. 


"It has also provided that those who have section 10 qualifications will 
not forfeit them." 


A cooly angry Mr Mabuza told newsmen that all but seven of Kangwane's 
45-member legislative assembly had opposed the incorporation of Kangwane 
into Swaziland. 


"But all our submissions have, without exception, been contemptuously 
ignored," he said. 


Mr Mabuza alleged that members of the security police and the national 
intelligence service had visited Kangwane to assess the feelings of the 
people on unification with Swaziland. 

Referring to "strange men who visited our chiefs in the night,'’ Mr Mabuza 
said: ''They identified themselves as members of the security police 

and the national intelligence service." 


He could, if necessary, name the chiefs and men who visited them, he added.

MOST parastatals are in arrears 
in preparation and submission of 
accounts for audit purposes. The 
majority have failed to get clean 
audit reports and some are 
operating at loss, according to 
the Tanzania Audit Corporation 
(TAC) annual report for 1981 
released in Dar es Salaam 
vesterday 

' The report says the standard 
of accounting in parastatal 
institutions has remained r 
attributing this to ill-defined 
Statutory regulations, poor 
management, ineffective boards 
of directors, inadequate control 
by parent ministries, absence of 
standard uccounting practices. 
lack otf internal audit and 
shortage of accounting staff. 

Out of the 282 audits tinalised 
during the year. only 85 annual 
accounts have been awarded 
clean audit reports, 138 have 
been given qualified audit 
reports, 43 have got ‘adverse 
opinion reports while 16 
accounts have got ‘disclaimer of 
opinion’ reports. 

According to the report, 110 
of the audited accounts disclose 
losses or excess of expenditure 
over income while 117 accounts 
disclose profits or excess of 
income Over expenditure. 

Leading in making losses, 
according to the report, are the 
Sugar Development 
Corporation — 90.84m/- as at 
June 1980; the Tanzania Zambia 
Railway Authority — 86.96m/- 
(June 1979); Mwanza Textile 
Ltd — 41.92m/- as at December 
1980, Kilombero Sugar 
Company — 18.66m/- (June 
1980); Mtibwa Sugar Estates Ltd 
— 13.29m/- as at June 1979 and 
National Housing Corporation 
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— 12.15m/- as at June 1977. 

Those which made profits 
include the National Bank ot 
Commerce — 462.42m/- as at 
June 1980; Tanzania Posts and 
lelecommunications Cor- 
poration — 163.49m;- as at 
December 1978; Bank of 
Tanzania 111.29m/- (June 190): 
Tanzania Cigarette Company — 
70.59m/- (December = 1980). 
Tanzania Electric = Supply 
Company 57.16m/- as at 
December 1979, Aluminium 
Africa Ltd — 56.68m/- 
(December 1980) and the 
Tanzania Petroleum 
Development Corporation —

The report says it is evident 
that most parastatals in the 
country have lacked proper 
accountability. : 

Outlining constrants to the 
eMternal audit) of — parastatal 
organisations in Tanzania. the 
report says at present most of the 
statutes do not set the period 
within which parastatals must 
submit accounts for audit and the 
penalties for fai'ure to do so. 

As a result, it says. many 
parastatals are submitting 
accounts for audit at their will. 

On management, the report 
sayy a number of parastatal 
organisations are functioning 
without etfective managerial 
talent. 

Some heads of parastatals. the 
report further discloses. are 
neither qualified nor 
experienced in the fields 
pertaining to the operations ot 
thier parastatals as a result of 
which they either tend to rely too 
much on the advice of 
departmental managers thus 
losing executive authority - or 
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they choose not to rely too much 
on the advice of departmental 
managers resulting into making 
taalty decisions. 

The report) says that the 
Current practice of transferring a 
head who proves to be 
Inadequate from one institution 
to another makes it difficult tor 
the managers to be held 
accountable for the failures as a 
result of which many lapses in 
parastatals are left unchecked. 

It suggests that managers 
should be given the chance and 
facilities to manage one 

urastatal for an appreciable 
ength of time coupled with a 
management training 
programme. 

It turther says that a number of 
boards of directors of parastatals 
do not seem to realise their 
important role in the direction of 
parastatal organisations they 
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have been entrusted to manage. 
Many have become inactive and 
ure not holding regular meetings 
to review the operations of the 
parastatals and guide 
Management accordingly. 

Out of 220 management audit 
reports issued by TAC as at June 
1981. only 99 such reports were 
stated to have been tabled and 
deliberated upon by the boards 
concerned, the report discloses. 

Parent ministries have also 
came under attack in the report 
which notes that some are not 
even aware of the many 
irregularities taking place in 
parustatals under their control. 
They do not follow up to ensure 
that their parastatals prepare 
their accounts timely. 

The TAC’s clientele increased 
from 373 in July 1980 to 398 by

TANZANIA has become the 12th African state to sign 
the Organisation of African Unity (OAU) Convention on 
Human and People’s Rights.

Ndugu Mtango said the signing of the convention com- 
mits Tanzania and other signatories morally to fulfil the 
obligations laid down in the Convention. 

He said the signatories would then be required to ratify 
the Convention after which they would be legally bound 
and would be party to the Convention. 

Countries which have signed the charter so far are Tan- 
zania, Mauritania, Togo, Gabon, Somalia, Congo, 
Guinea, Egypt, Sierra Leone, Mali, Senegal and Rwanda. 

The decision to draft the Charter was taken by the 
African Heads of State and Government at their annual 
summit in 1979 at Monrovia, Liberia. 

The convention underlines, among other things, 
equality of all people before the law, equal right to 
protection of law, right to practice religion, right to ob- 
jective information, right to move freely, right to self- 
determination, right for development, right to work and 
to receive equal pay for equal work. 


Under the convention, all types of slavery, slave trade, 
torture, cruel, inhuman and degrading treatment of 
peoples are prohibited as well as arbitrary arrests and 
detentions. 

It aleo underscores the freedom of people to move freely 
from their countries of residence and assorts that “ex- 
pulsion of non-nationals shall be prohibited, and no 
economic, political or other reasons would justify such a 
measure.” 

The convention further guarantees the right to asylum 
but emphasises that every person enjoying the right 
should not engage in subversive activities against his 
country of origin or any other state party to the con- 
vention.

If the convention is ratified by a simple majority of 26 
mem ber states, it would empower the OAU to establish a 
Commission to protect human rights in Africa. 

According to the Convention, the Commission would 
consist of 11 members chosen among African per- 
sonalities with the highest consideration for their high 
morals, integrity, os and competence in matters 

would serve in their individual 
capacities. 

Commission members would be elected by secret ballot 
for a six-year period by the assembly of heads of state and 
government from a list of persons nominated by the state 
parties to the convention. 

Among other things, the commission would be charged 
with formulating and laying down principles and rules 
aimed at solving ¥: 2 peewee relating to human rights 
and fundamental oms, ensure protection of human 
rights and co-operate with other African and in- 
ternational institutions concerned with promotion and

Bicycle Company (NABICO) which closed down 


early this month due to lack of raw materials. 


The company has also sent 363 of its workers on a 
three-month compulsory leave, starting May 1. The 363 
workers have been paid a month's salary only. The com- 
pany has now remained with only 152 workers who are 
doing maintenance and other administrative work. 


The National Development 
Corporation (NDC) General 
Manager, Ndugu J.A. Mwam- 
bungn, said yesterday that the 
Government of India has also 
agreed to provide staff who 
will help to strengthen the 
NABICO management. Since 
it was commissioned in 1978, 
the plant has had five acting 
managers. 


He said that there had been 
an element of poor 
management at the bicycle 
plant after the India-tdased 
bicycle company, Atlas with- 
drew its promise to provide 
managing staff in the first few 
years’ of NABICO’s existence. 

Initially, the plant was sup- 
posed to produce 60,000 
bicycles yearly but the 
Government decided to in- 
crease the capacity to 150,000 
bicycles per year, and the 
plant’s specifications had,

therefore, to be changed. 

At the moment, the factory 
has experienced problems in 
production overheads, 
because some machines 
produced more components 
than others. The over- 
production of some of the 
Parts have also caused the un- 
necessary consumption of 
more raw materials. 

The company has never 
been able to reach the 150,000 
target. Last year, it produced 
about 13,000 bicycles only. 
The plant produces bicycle 
rims, chain wheels, pedal 
cranks, handle bars and also 
assembles the parts into 
bicycles. ;

[Text] THE Zanzibar Government has raised the prices of beer, spirits and cigarettes by bet ween 
four and 20 per cent effective yesterday. Current increases which also touch a number of con- 
sumer items, are expected to cover a 21.9million/- deficit in the budget, but prices of essen - 
tial foodstuffs remain unchanged. 

Presenting the budget package to the House of Representatives here vesterday, the Zan- 
zibar Minister for Finance, Ndugu Mohamed Ramia, said alongside the need to cover the 
budget deficit the review in prices for the affeeted items had been necessitated by increases 

in production costs. 

Under the review, half a litre of beer will now sell at 
21/50 instead of 21/-; while the pnce for locally produced 
whisky shoots-up to 185/- from | 50/- a bottle. 

A packet of cigarettes selling at 8/- will Now cost -/25 
more while the price for soft drinks now at 4/50 a bottle 
in bars and hotels has been increased to 4/70. 

Baking flour which sells at 2/50 a pound will cost 3/- 
and sponge matresses selling between 4()/- and 600/- are 
now to cost 30 per cent more tu 520/- and 780/- respec- 
tively. A ticket for a cinema show has been increased by a 
shilling.

Government was aware of the 
high cost of living, but he ad- 
ded that most of the affected 
items could be considered as 
luxuries. 

Ndugu Ramia received a 
standing ovation when he an- 
nounced that prices for sugar, 
rice, shoes, cement, 
corrugated iron sheets, baby 
foods and textiles were not af- 
fected. 

During the current budget, 
the government made no 
changes in the prices of all 
conaumer itema. 

The Munister told the 
House that during the 
1982/83 fiscal year, the 
government projected a total 
revenue of 1.3 billion/- with 
recurrent and development 
expenditures of 793,666,985/- 
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tively. 

The expenditures represent 
an increase of about 13 per 
cent over the current 
estimates. 

On revenue, the Minister 
explained that parastatals are 
expected to contribute some 
4.6 million/- to the govern- 
ment coffers. The Zanzibar 
State Trading Corporation 
(ZSTC) alone is to contribute 
383 million/- mainly from the 
export of cloves. 

Sales tax revenue has been 
projected at 170 million/- or 
21.4 per cent over last year's 
estimates. 

He said the increase of 
revenue from sales tax was 
due to the expected rise in im- 
ports from abroad. 

Export and import duties 
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are planned to generate 
another 70 million/-, higher 
than last: year's estimates due 
to increases of exports and 
imports during the period un- 
der review.

FOOD victims in 14 out of 
the 25 villages of Kyela 
District whose food crops and 
stocks were washed away 
early this month will be fed 
by the Government for the 


next three months, it was 
learnt yesterday. 

The Mbeya’ Regional 
Development Director, Ndugu 
Matiku Nyitambe, told the 
Daily News in a telephone in- 
terview from Mbeya that at 
least 483 tonnes of cereals a 
month would be _ needed to 
feed the affected villagers. 

He said that the region in 
collaboration with’ the 
National Milling Corporation 
(NMC) were now mobilising 
all the resources at their 
disposal to make sure that the 
food, which he said was badly 
needed, reached the flood vic- 
tims within the shortest 
possible time. 

Ndugu Nyitambe could not 
disciose the number of people 
nor the number of families 
that are to get government 
food relief but he said that 
not all the families in the 14 
affected villages would be 
given free food. 

He said the Kyela Area 
Commissioner's Office had 
carried out a survey and had 
already completed assessing 
and determining which 
families needed assistance 
and the amount of food each 
family would require. 

Although all villagers were 
affected by the floods in one 
way or another, some 
managed to save some 
amount of their food stocks 
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and would, therefore, have to 
make do: ‘with their stocks, 
Ndugu Nyftambe said. 


He stressed that those who 
would be assisted‘ by the 
Government would be only 
those whose food crops and 
stocks were washed away by 
the ravaging floods caused by 
heavy rains in the southern 
district, 

The 14 villages are Masebe, 
Mwambusye, Bwato, Ndobo, 
Lusungu, Kikuba, Lukwego, 
Tlopa and Mpunguti-kama. 
Others are Ndola, Lugombo- 
Mwaya, Kilwa, Kajunjumele 
and Lubaga. 

Ndugu Nyitambe said the 
region had in the meantime 
started distributing maize and 
beans seeds to all the affected 
villages ready for planting. 


He said it was expected that 
if the affected villagers plan- 
ted the seeds during the dry 
season which is starting shor- 
tly, they would be able to feed 
themselves after three mon- 
ths. 

The floods had already sub- 
sided as the rains had now 
stopped, he said adding that 
most of the villages, however, 
were still inaccessible because 
of mud. 

He said most of the roads 
were still impassable, and 
most of the bridges had been 
washed away by the floods. 
The region, however, had 
completed estimates for funds 
required to repair the bridges 
as soon as possible, he added 
without mentioning the 
required amount.

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PROBE TEAM CALLS FOR FRESH LOOK AT POLICY OF PRINTING INDUSTRY

A PROBE team appointed last 
March to investigate activities of 
Printpak (Tanzania) Limited and 
the impact of newsprint shortage 
on Government newspapers’ cir- 
culation has called for a fresh 
look into the whole policy of the 
country’s printing inductry. 

The team's report, presented to 
the Prime Minister's office in Dar 
es Salaam in the presence of 
newsmen, recommended a number 
of measures regarding Printpak’s 
operations. 

The team’s Chairman, Ndugu 
Paulo Misigalo, M.P. (Tabora ur- 
ban), reading the report, said 
Printpak was lacking in the 
technical personnel and suggested 
that its administration be given 
technical training. 

Charges of extravagance and 
mismanagement on the part of 
Printpak regarding use of im- 
ported newsprint which early this 
year led to drastic reduction in the 
circulation of the Daily News and 
Sunday News, have been cited in 
the report. 

Ndugu Misigalo said this 
situation had contributed to the 
reduction of the daily circulation 
of the two papers, which dropped 
from 50,000. (Daily) and 60,000 
(Sunday) to 35,000. 

While acknowledging that there 
was an acute shortage of foreign 
exchange with which to import 
newsprint, the report observed 
that there were elements of ex- 
travagance and mismangement of 
whatever available newsprint. 

It pointed out that there was 
evidence that some newsprint 
reels declared by Printpak as un- 
worthy were sold to private prin- 
ters instead of being salvaged for 
company use. 

The team also discovered tiat 
weighing machines for newsprint 


“waste’’ were not functioning 
properly, hence giving faulty 
recordings. The use of such 
machines, the report said, could 
have resulted in underselling of 
“waste” newsprint. 

The report observerd that 
while there was shortage of 


newsprint, private “sports and en- 


tertainment magazines’ printed by 
Printpak thrived.” 

The report said because of these 
actions, Printpak failed to print 
such journals as Research 
published by the National Scien. 
tific Research Council. The prin- 
ters also failed to honour a 
University of Dar es Salaam con- 
tract for a calendar. 

It added that Printpak had a 
contract to print books for the 
Ministry of National Education 
MTUU and UPE programmes, but 
failed resulting in severe shortage 
of books for primary achools in the 
country. 

The team maintained that 
because of these failures, eight 
children have to share one book 
instead of two as planned by the 
Ministry of National 
Education, .. 

The team also expressed con- 
cern over what it described as the 
mushrooming private printing 
firms in the country, adding that 
there was also evidence that some 
of the newsprint from the few with 
licences to import found its way 
into small! printing houses. 

The report said there were a 
total of 92 printers in the country, 
56 of which were in Dar es 
Salaam alone. 

According to the report whose 
full details are yet to be made 
public, only 12 companies last 
year got foreign exchange to im- 
port newsprint. The number was 
reduced to eight this vear. 
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The report also says that there 
has been improper handling of 
newsprint and other materials at 
Printpark’s main stores, adding 
that the store do not keep proper 
records. 

It recommended that a platform 
weighing machine and a forklift 
be provided to the company to ef- 
ficiently handle the newsprint 
materials. The report also 
suggested that measures be un- 
dertaken to ensure that newsprint 
“waste” is converted to Print- 
park’s use rather than selling it to 
other printers.

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AVIATION JET FUFL SUPPLIES FOR INTERNATIONAL AIRLINES CUT

THE Government has decided 
to reduce supplies of aviation 
jet fuel to international 
airlines operating into the 
country by 45 per cent 
because of production 
problems at the Tanzania and 
Italian Petroleum Refinery 


(TIPER). 
The Minister for Water and 
Energy, Ndugu  Alnoor 


Kassum, told the Sunday 
News in Dar es Salaam 
yesterday that the aviation 
gas reduction measures 
became effective last Friday. 
Air Tanzan.a Corporation 
(ATC) is not affected, he ad- 
ded. 

Ndugu Kassum said the 
decision to reduce aviation 
fuel supplies was reached 
following consultations bet- 
ween the Government and the 
airlines representatives 
through oil companies. 

The Minister said the 45 
per cent reduction from the 
airlines’ normal supplies was 
a temporary measure and the 
Government was in the 
process of finding a per- 
manent solution to the 
problem. 

The measures taken, took 
into account interests of the 
national as well as those of 
the international airlines 
which have been asked to co- 
operate fully, he said. 

Ndugu Kassum said the 
airlines have been asked by 
the oil companies to 
reschedule their aviation fuel 
intake so that the current 
operations were not affected. 
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He explained that this was 
not the first time that oil com- 
panies have advised and 
assisted the government and 
international airlines to take 
appropriate fuel conservation 
measures when a situation of 
this nature arose. 

“Indeed, a few weeks ago as 
a result of reduction of jet 


fuel, similar measures were 


taken by oil companies after 
consultation with the Govern- 
ment”, the Minister said. 

He said that the little fuel 
that was being produced at 
the TIPER refinery would 
continue to be supplied to the 
oil companies. 

The Managing Director of 
British Petroleum (BP) Tan- 
zania, Mr. N. Callander, said 
that foreign airlines and ATC 
were consuming about 170 
tons of aviation fuel a day. 
Out of the 170 tons, he said, 
40 tons were supplied to ATC 
daily by BP Tanzania—the 
sole supplier of aviation fuel 
to the national airline. 

Mr. Callander said that 55 


per cent of the international , 


business (foreign airlines) of 
130 tons, was done by BP 
Tanzania. . 

He said his company sup- 
plied fuel to Alitalia, the 
Dutch Royal Airline (KLM), 
Swissair, Air India, Luf- 
thansa, Zambia Airways and 
Uganda Airlines. 

The Chairman and 
Managing Director of ESSO 
Standard, Mr. Peter Tristem, 
said that TIPER was so far 
able to produce 45 ver cent of 
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the jet feel it tised to prodice. 
because of some technical 
problems. 

It was therefore only logical 
to supply the users of avation 
fuel with what was being

The observation was made by participants to the on-going four-day 
seminar at the Kivukoni CCM Ideological College yesterday when discussing 
reports by short course students on selected villages in Morogoro (Rural), in - 
cluding Kilosa and Kilombero districts. | 


Discussing reports on Kiroka and Mkuyuni villages, the participants said that poor 
leadership badly affected production in villages and contributed to the lagging behind of 





socialist oriented undertakings. 


It was discovered during a 
visit by the participants to 
some of the villages that some 
leaders were involved in 
stealing village funds and 
were also unable to supervise 
development projects in their 
respective villages. 

Reports presented at the 
seminar yesterday cited two 
incidents where some 23,000/- 
and a total of 7,000/- disap- 
peared in Mkuyuni and 
Kiroka villages respectively. It 
was alleged that that 
Mkuyuni village chairman 
and secretary were the 
culprits. 

Participating in the 
discussions, Ndugu W. 
Mkama of the Kivukoni 
College said that efforts 
should be made to educate 
rural authorities on 
management of projects and 
village funds. 

Ndugu Mkama emphasised 
that it was important to 
determine the viability of a

project before it was laun- 
ched, adding that, short of 
this would make the village 
suffer losses. 

Therefore, he added, 
district and regional 
authorities should assist the 
village leaders in managing 
village projects. 

Contributing to the discussion, 
another participant, Ndugu GL. 
Millinga said districts and 
regional authorities should 
mobilise resources in the villages 
in order to improve the living 
standards of the villagers. 

Ndugu Millinga explained that 
this would help the villages to 
become self-supporting instead of 
asking for subventions from the 
government. 

The seminar also underscored 
the need to educate villagers on 
the importance of electing respon- 
sible leaders and also enlighten 
village teaders on their 
resposibilities.

Announcing the new set up to affect Regional Trading Companies (RTCs) to be- 
come effective next July, the President of Zanzibar Ndugu Aboud Jumbe said 
RTCs now operating under the Isles' Ministry of Trade would be placed under 
the Ministry of State in the Office of the Vice President. 


Ndugu Jumbe who was addressing Zanzibar's five Regional Commissioners who 
were accompanied by the five Regional Trading Company managers at State House 
here yesterday said under the new set up, regional commissioners will be .eld 
responsible for any shortages of essentials occurring in their respective 
zones. 


He said the RCs being chairmen of RTC Board of Directors, will have to ensure 
that the companies purchase enough supplies to satisfy demand. 


He said in case of shortage of funds, the RC will have to liaison with the 
central government through the Ministry of State to ensure that the RTCs are 
provided with adequate funds for the purpose. 


Ndugu Jumbe said the Ministry of Trade shall continue to handle imports from 


abroad, but added Regional Trading Companies shall have to ascertain that they 
get their allocated share of the imported items in good time. 
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MINISTER PRESENTS PAPER ON ROLE OF CONTRACTORS IN DEVELOPMENT

CONTRACTORS have been 
challenged to form con- 


. sortiums to manufacture basic 


construction materials and to 
influence development of ap- 
propriate designs which 
would utilize locally available 
materials. 

The Minister of State in the 
President’s Office, Ndugu 
Clement George Kahama, 
told a National Construction 
Council seminar in Arusha 
yesterday that dependence on 
imported materials and inap- 
propriate designs were the 
major factors behind 
escalation of construction 
costs and delays in projects 
implementation. 

Presenting a paper on ‘The 
Role of Contractors in 
National Development, 
Ndugu Kahama said the 
current shortage of building 
materials was not an excuse 
for doing nothing but that it 
was an opportunity for con- 
tractors to develop new and 
flexible ideas to overcome it. 

He lamented that ocon- 
tractors had not grasped this 
challenge. They played a 
passive role of tendering and 
contracting, doing little else 
to mitigate the shortage of 
materials and to influence 
‘inward-looking’’ decision 
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making and designing of 
projects. 

Noting that many designers 
lacked field experience in con- 
struction, the minister said 
contractors should take the 
initiative in criticising unduly 
expensive designs at the ten- 
der stage. 

He said readily available 
materials should replace im- 
ported ones even if this meant 
alterations to the initial 
design, adding that this would 
reduce imports and simplify 
construction. 

Ndugu Kahama, recalling 
that contractors who were 
mainly private utilized nearly 
half the national annual 
budget told the seminar that 
the money had to be earned, 
adding that delays in public 
capital projects affected the 
income earned from the in- 
vestment. 

The days when contract srs 
would merely sit back 1: be 
invited to tender and get paid 
from “some bottomless pit’ of 
government finance were 
gone, he said. “We are all now 
learning the hard lesson that 
this particular pit is not bot- 
tomless,”’ he added. 


The minister urged con- 
tractors to create plant hire 
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pools to ensure maximum use 
of plant and equipment 
which, he added, were curren- 
tly left idle for long periods. 


He reminded them that 
although the machinery 
belonged to the contractors, 
they were imported with 
public funds and that the 
nation had the right to over- 
see their utilization. 


Ndugu Kahama = also 
challenged contractors to 
initiate property development 
projects such as construction 


‘of commercial offices, hotels 


and recreational facilities. 
“There is no shortage of 
demand for such facilities in 
the country,” he urged. 


He discouraged optimism in 
preparing tender programmes. 


Meanwhile, the minister 
said the government would 
continue to hire foreign ex- 
perts in fields where Tan- 
zanians had not gained 
experience until such a time 
when local personnel would 
take over. 


“To do otherwise would be 
a false economy, or may be 
false pride of the most ili con- 
sidered nature and would 
have a lasting and severely 
detrimental effect on- our 
projects,” he pointed out.

GOVERNMENT OF JAPAN DONATES BAGS OF RICE

[Text] The Government of Japan has donated to Ugandaoover 20,000 bags of rice 
valued at 117.7m/- (332.4m Japanese Yen). 


The rice, packed in 60 kg bags was handed over to the Permanent Secretary in 
the Ministry of Commerce, Mr William Semogerere, by the General Manager of 
Uganda Garments Industry, (UGIL) Mr. Kashiwada, at a ceremony held in Kampala 
on Tuesday. 


According to the General Manager of Foods and Beverages, Mr. Wilson Okwenye, 
"the rice is part of 1.8m tonnes which the Japanese Government has pledged to 
donate to the Uganda Government." 


He said that in addition, Japan had promised to deliver agricultural machinery 
and implements to Uganda to aid in the recovery of the agricultural sector. 


Mr. Okwenye explained that when the whole consignment of rice arrived it would 
be sold equitably all over Uganda and will raise over 110m/- which will be set 
aside for the development of future agricultural projects. 


He said that 95m/- will be expected as government revenue through payment of 
duty and sales tax during the sale of the rice. 


Receiving the rice, Mr. Semogerere thanked the Japanese Government for the aid 
it was extending to Uganda. 


He outlined other areas of assistance and cooperation between Uganda and Japan 
and hoped that relations in these fields would continue smoothly.

Senator Nkala, 
who is the Minister of 
Nationa’ Supplies, said the 
Minister of Manpower 
Planning and De- 
velopment, Dr Frederick 
Shava, was the chairman 
of the new company while 
the Minister of 
Government and Town 
Planning, Mr Enos 
Chikowore, and Mr Adam 
Wenyimo, were directors. 

The party would estab- 
lish farms in every pro- 
vince and engage in the 
manufacture of clothing, 
furniture and spare parts. 
The minister said ZANU 
(PF) already owned 60 
houses and six farms 
throughout the country. 

ZIDCO would adminis- 
ter party estates and 


would collect rents from 
the houses. The company 
would be expanded to 
cover varioys fields and 
more directors would be 
appointed, he said. 

The structure of the 
company and ite activities 
had already deen worked 
out. ‘We want it to be a 
bamba zonke company,” 
Senator Nkala said. 

ZIDCO had already im- 
ported rice which was 
now being sold all over 
the country. The Jongwe 
Printing mpany would 
also generate funds for 
the party.

There were already six 
Air Zimbabwe pilots train- 
ing in Greece. 

Yesterday morning the 
Prime Minister went sight- 
secing when he visited the 
Acropolis. 

Mr Mugabe called his 
trip “a tremendous suc- 
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‘There has been a tre- 
mendous response from all 
countries I visited and a 
willingness to continue aid 
and accelerate action on 
several questions,” he told 
& news oonference. ‘It’s 
been a tremendous suc 
cena.” 

He found suppor for 
speeding up the independ- 
ence of Namibia and “the 
need for peace” during his 
talks in France, Belgium, 
Britain, Italy and West 


Germany. 

He said Zimbabwe could 
learn from Greece's experi- 
ence in regional agricul- 
tural planning, the tour- 
ism and handicraft indus- 
tries and in civil avia- 
tion. 

“For Greece, ties with 
Zimbabwe are a stepping 
stone to other relations in 
Africa,” he added, 

Mr Mugabe said he dis- 
cussed with the Greeks bi- 
lateral relations, African 
affairs, the Middle-East 
situation, the Falklands 
conflict and disarmament. 


“Our views were identi- 
o8] on all these matters,” 
he sald, “Greece and Zim- 
babwe are both socialist- 
ruled and are Birds of a 
feather.”

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POLICE FORCE SET FOR BIG CHANGES

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A PROMOTION list 
for senior ranks in 
the police has been 
drawn up to reflect 
the Government’s 
policy of black ad- 
vancement. : 


Confirming this yester- 
day, the Minister of Home 
Affairs, Dr Herbert Ushe- 
wokunze, said the pro- 
motion list was a test of 
loyalty for many white 
officers. Those who went 
off in a huff because 
they were not included 
were people of doubtful 
loyalty. 

According to sources 
several whites have been 
ent, chief superintendent 
promoted to superintend- 
and assistant commis- 
sioner, but as many have 
been deprived of their 
acting ranks with the loss 
of their commands and 
acting allowances. 


Dr Ushewokunze said in 
an interview: ‘Any police 
officer who is aggrieved 
by this promotion exer- 
cise never had his roots 
in Zimbabwe. 

“Having said that, I 
hasten to add that the 
very few white police 


officers still itn the 
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country certainly will be 
promo within the not 
too distant future, that is 
after the correction of the 
historical tmbalance that 
has always existed.” 


A feature of the pro- 
motion list is the eleva- 
tion of several] black CID 
officers to senior assist- 
ant commissioner, 


The sources say that 
one of these will soon be 
appointed Officer Com- 
manding CID, making it 
the first time the Rn 
has been held by a 
officer. 


Also included in the pro- 
motions are black patrol 
officers and section offi- 
cers who have been given 
the ranks of chief inspec- 
tor and superintendent. 


Asked to comment, Dr 
Ushewokungze said: ‘The 
promotions are in con- 
formity with the Govern. 
ment policy of black ad- 
vancement. For the first 
time in the history of 
Zimbabwe black officers 
are being given a chance 
to have a go at it, 


DECISIONS 
“In the past, blacks 
were treated ag just an 
additional pair of hands, 
but the Government’, atti- 
tude mow is that they 
must join the rankg of 
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decision-makers. 


“In the final analysis 
they are all potential 
stayers as compared to 
our white colleagues who 
are potential leavers. The 
black policeman must 
start doing his duties now. 
This is hig birth place and 
he can’t boast of dual 
citizenship.” 


The minister eaid the 
majority of white officers 
were going to stay simply 
because they wanted pro- 
motion. 

“It can be taken as 
understood that most of 
them are waiting for what 
they call green pastures 
eleswhere. Some want 
fon a oe on a 

er salary ey will 
get better pensions to ro 
tire with elsewhere, Some 
want promotion so that 
they can remain longer to 
give time for thelr in- 
surance policies to ma- 
ture. Some want to hang 
on basically until some- 
thing good comes their 
way. 

‘It is a test of loyalty 
for those still within the 
country. Those who will 
go in a huff are people of 
doubtful loyalty, who, in 
90 percent of cases, will 
find their way to Mouth 
Africa," 














ALL APPRENTICES TO BE BONDED TO STATE

ALL apprentices in 
Zimbabwe will now be 
bonded to the State 
and will have to work 
in their trade in the 
country for the same 
time they spent train- 
ing, or pay for it, 
according to regula 
tions gazetted today. 

Under the Emer 
gency Powers (Appren- 
ticeship) Regulations 
1982, apprentices will 
also have to pay 10 per- 
cent of their salary to 
a central Government 
fund. 


At the end of the pe- 
riod of bonding, the 
money collected would be 
paid back with interest at 
bank rates to the indi- 
vidual. If they leave be- 
fore the period of bond- 
ing has expired, then the 
money would be kept by 
the Government. 

Apprentices who had no 
wish to remain in Zimba- 
bwe after their appren- 
ticeships could have their 
contract cancelled within 
80 days from today. 

After this period if an 
apprentice terminates his 
contract or completes it 
and then decides to leave 
the country without the 
permission of the min- 
istry, he will have to 
pay for the training re- 


ceived, 

Those who completed 
their training would not 
now be issued with their 


journeymen certificates 
until the end of their 
bond. 

Explaining the need for 
the regulations, the Sec- 
retary for the Ministry of 
Manpower Planning and 
Development, Dr Ibbo Ma- 
ndaza, said Zimbabwe's 
loss of skilled manpower 
through ernigration was 
astronomical and the re 
sultant shortages were be- 
coming critigal, . 

In 1980, appren- 
tices completed their 
training amd during that 
period %og qualified Skilled 
workers emigrated. 

In 1981, 664 appren- 
tices completed their 
training and 1078 skilled 
workers emigrated. Since 
January this year, 467 
pe le have completed 

r apprenticeships and 
wo far 341 skilled workers 
have left the country. 


Dr Mandaza said Zim- 
babwe also had 1200 
people being trained in 
South Africa with Zim- 
babwean scholarships and 
they gave no indication 
that they wished to re- 
turn, 


“This country has liter- 
ally become a free inter~ 
national technical training 
cojlege,’’ he said. 

The Government's oon- 
tern over the drain of 
ekilied manpower was 
shared by representatives 
of industry. e chairman 
of the manpower commit- 
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tee of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce of 
Zimbabwe (ACCOZ), Mr 
Eric Davis, said: “It 
is essential that this 
country retains its trained 
manpower.” 

The genera] manager of 
the Astra group of com- 
panies, Mr Trevor Hansen, 
said: “We would like to 
ensure the retention of our 
skilled manpower.” 


Dr Mandaza said many 
employers were annoyed 
by the way in which they 
had been left by journey- 
men in whom they had 
invested time and money. 


He said many companies 
had asked the Govern- 
ment to gramt them per- 
mission to bond appren- 
tices, and the regulations 
were promulgated in con- 
sultation with industry. 

“The intention of these 
regulations is not to stop 
people from leaving the 
country if they wish, but 
we want to encourage a 
system where those un- 
likely to leave Zimbabwe 
will have the priority op- 
portunity to be trained,” 
said Dr Mandaza. 


The regulations were 
one aspect of a larger 
Manpower Bill to be intro- 
duced into Parliament at 
the next session. The Bill 
would aim to “standardise 
and formalise our role ag 
a co-ordinating machinery 
for humayp resources”, he 
said. 

Before the Minister of 
Manpower Planning and 
Development, Dr Fredrick 
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Shava, left with the Prime 
Minister two weeks ago 
on a European tour, he 
had instructed Dr Ma- 
ndaza to consult all sec- 
tors to draw up a compre- 
hensive national training 
policy. 

As a result plans had 
been proposed to establish 
a national manpower 
council consisting of vari- 
ous bodies, such as tho 
Mandata council; which 
would be en advisery body 
to the ministry.

MINIMUM pay rises 
since 1979 have not 
necesaarily been the 
main infinences be- 
hind higher cqnsumer 
demand and increased 
output in Zimbabwe's 
manufacturing sector. 


This is one of the main 
findings of an analysis 
carricd out by the Con- 
federation of Zimbabwe 
Industries at the request 
of the Ministry of iIn- 
dustry and Energy De- 
velopment, to assess the 
effects of minimum wages 
legislation upon manufac- 
turers. 

CZI generally concludes 
that, while the increase in 
minimum pay has con- 
tributed to growth in ¢con- 
sumer demand and the ex- 
pansion of manufacturing 
industry, it would be 
premature to conclude 
that it was the only, or in- 
deed, the main factor. 

Capacity levels, labour 
intensity, the proportion 
of output destined for 
local and export markets 
and anticipation of 
further pay  frises also 
have to be considered. 

“And major exogenous 
factors such as changes in 
foreign exchange alloca- 
tions, fluctuations tn de- 
mand, changés In skilled 
manpower available, 
regulations affecting dis- 
missal and wage levela 
above the minimum have 
often had a marked effect 
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on firms, which have fre- 
quently concealed’ the 
direct effects of Minimum 
Wage Législations,” says 
CZ1 


In 1980/81 the increase 
in the value of retail sales 
was 59,2 percent, com- 
pared with 22,7 percent in 
1971/2, the iast record 
period. 


“Hence there can be 
little @oubt that the 
record ifcreaSe since In- 
dependence has been due 
to unique circumstances 
prevailing in the past two 
years, notwithstanding 
highér rates of inflation 
and the exclusion in retail 
sales fignres for those re- 
tail ovftlets with a turn- 
viene of $20 000 a year and 
ess.” 


INCREASED 


The CZI analysis also 
shows that wages of 
workers if higher grades 
have frequently been in- 
creased with the rises 
awarded to the lower paid 

“Often the effect on the 
total wage bill of com- 
panies for higher grade 
wage increases has been a 
Jarger total increase than 
for tho8e workers being 
paid thé minimum.” 

Expansion of public sec- 
tor employment, higher 
increases for teachers and 
grants paid to ex-com- 
batants, have fuelled the 
national wage .bill and 
boosted consumér demand. 

Thé cost of teachers’ 
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salaries has risen from 
$90m. in 1979 to $197m. in 
1981 and those for civil 
and public servants from 
$215m. to $263m. in the 
same period, due to both 
the increasé in minimum 
wages and the employ- 
ment of 13400 # more 
people since independence. 


In addition pay for 
members of the national 
army rose from $59m, in 


1980/81 to §118m. in 
1981/82, while  de- 
mobilisation gratuities 


were estimated at $43m. 
for the current financial 
year. 


Furthermore, there has 
been an increase of 57 700 
people employed in the 
non-agricultural and non- 
service sectorg of the 
economy betweet March 
1980 and December 1981. 


While the overall effect 
cannot be atrictly defined, 
CZI states that thé réset- 
tlement and reconstruction 
programme has had its 
own significant impact on 
consumer demand in the 
last two years. 


‘ AILABLE 


The introduction of free 
primary education and 
free health care for those 
earning under $150 a 
month has resulted in 
grants and contributions 
for the former rising from 
$5rn. in 1979 to $89m. in 
1981 while the cost of 
medical services rosé from 
under $40m. in 1978/79 to 
$96m. in 1981/82. 

“This money {gs now 
available for direct con- 
sumer spending, rather 
than having to be channel- 
led into primary school 
and medical health fees.” 

The  post-Independence 
boom saw the first sig- 
nificant expansion in the 
economy since 19% and 
therefore consumer. de- 
mand was directly af- 
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fected by the “pent up” 
demand of the recession 
years. 


From 1975 to 1979 the 
value of retail sales, at 
current prices, rose by 
only 25 percent compared 
with 56 percent from 1971 
to 1975. 


With the easing of UDI 
constraints the ‘ss of 
imports went up 87 

reent to $478 million 
rom 1978 to 1981, 


Allotationg for manu- 
facturing industry for raw 
materials also leapt by 
$104 million (plus 77 per- 
cent) and provisions for 
replacement machinery in 
1980 and 1981 were nearly 
three times as high as 
during the previous five 
years. 


“Thus pent up demand 
and the éasing of supply 
constraints are extremely 
important factors con- 
tributing to the post- 
Independence consumer 
boom,” cautions CZI. 

Finally, part of the 
manufacturing sector’s in- 
crease in production has 
been channelled to the im- 
port-export market. 


In 1979 about 10 per- 
cent of output was sold 
abroad, however, between 
1979 and 1981 the walue of 
manufactured exporté 
rose by $11 million. 

But if iron and steel ex- 
ports from Ziscosteel aré 
excluded—considéring thé 
slump itn 1981 — then 
manufactured exports for 
that same peflod were up 
$27 million, a rise of 24 
percent. 

“Thus one needs to view 
with considerable caution 
the opinion expressed in 
the recent (March 1982) 
Reserve Bank Quarterly 
Economic and Statistical 
Review that ‘the further 
rise in wage lévels will en- 
sure buoyant domestic 
consumer demai.d during 
1982',"’ warns CZI. 











MUGABE WOOS FRENCH INVESTORS

THE Prime Minister, 
Mr Mugabe, would wel- 
come foreign private 
investment and found 
greater enthusiasm 
amongst French _ bnsi- 
nessmen to come _ to 
Zimbabwe than in the 
other countries on his 
European tour. 


In return, a _ leading 
French businessman aid 
his country had a high 
level of technical and 
management Knowhow to 
offer, extensive experience 
of working in Africa, and 
a strong aggressive finan- 
ciai market. 

However, of centra) in- 
tere:t tm France at the 
moment {ts the working 
relationship hetween the 
private sector and the 
socialist government. 


STRONG 


Much has been said of 
Zimpnabwe's socialist 
brotherhood with France 
but as a spokesman for 
that countrys Foretgn 
Affairs ee pli said: 
“Our country is an &x- 
ample of a strong, work- 
ing mixed economy.” 

Cornparies such as Ren- 
ault have been state-run 
for nearly 46 years. But 
the only state-appoiated 
person is the boss and on 
average he stays in the 
chair for at least 10 
vears 

There is a strong con- 
tinuity of management in 


> 


the company and it if run 
on strictly profit-making 
lines. 

In the wider context, 
France has established a 
néw elite which to a cer- 
tain degree pervades the 
goverfinent and business 
community of the country. 


ADVANCED 


This elite comprises the 
people schooled in the 
“grand ecoles”. There ig 
no direct eyuivalent here 
but an advanced poly- 
technic university is close 
to the mark. 

However, it is apparent 
that with socialism there 
have come changes and 
some confusion. 

One firm has had jts 
holding company national- 
ised, and certain banks 
which hold shares in it. 

tut tne firm itself has 
not beem nationalised, nor 
have there been any 
changes at managément 
level 

The new government 
came into power on the 
platform of reform, but the 
traditional economy has 
been slow to adapt. 

Ao example has been thé 
call for shorter working 
hours. Some demands were 
for between 80 and 365 
hours a week. The present 
compromise has been to 
drop the time from 40 to 
39 hours. 

A similarly difficult area 
for the socialists Is 
France's relationship with 
Southern Africa. 

France has strong e#co- 


nomic ties with South 
Africa, both import and 
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export, and is involved in 
the development of South 
Africa’s nuclent power for 
energy. 

Official] government pol- 
icy though is to diminish 
trade links with South 
Africa and to establish 
stronger links with the 
other countries in the re- 
gion, including Zimbabwe. 

French companies sre 
following closely on the 
heels of thé government. 
Amongst the firms inter- 
ested in Zimbabwe are 
car manufacturers, makers 
of civil aviation equfp- 
ment, bankers and tex- 
tiles, 

A major concerh was 
the difficulty to get into 
the market because of the 
shortage of foreign ex- 
change. 

Of possible future bere- 
fit will be the financtal 
protoco)] signed last week 
in Paris with this coun- 
try, which is to assist 
industrial and rural devel- 
opment. 

Also the Minister of 
Finance, Economic Plan- 
ning and Development, 
Dr Bernard Chidzero, told 
the Fremch business com- 
munity that the entire 
system of exchange allo- 
cations wag being studied 
as “we do not just want 
to maintain the status 
quo”, 

Mr Michel Rocard, the 
French Minister of Plan- 
ning and Regional Man- 
agement, told Business 
Herald that France’s aim 
in the Third World was 
to help these countries 
counter the effects of the 
recession, as well as to 
escape the domination of 
the American dollar. 

He said: “The world is 
in @ mess and we must 
try to help this situation. 
Zimbabwe has a place in 
our global view of dimi- 
nishing the risks of social 
explosion and wars.” 
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THE Government yee 
terday took the un- 
precedented step of 
suspending a _ top 
trade unionist from 


all union activities in 


Zimbabwe. 


Mr Dickson Ndawana, 
assistant secretary-gene- 
ral of the Zimbabwa Con- 
gress of Trade Unions 
and genera! secretary of 
the Agricultural and 
Plantation Workers’ Union, 
will remain suspended 
pending the outcome of 
investigations into alleged 
non-payment of rent for 
trade union offices at 
Sinoia Street in Harare, 
Mr Ignatius Chigwendere, 
Chief Industriai Relations 
Officer, told a news con- 
ference. In Appi] this year, 
unions operating from a 
building in Sineia Street 
were served with an evic, 
tion order for not paying 
their rent, 


The eviction order, 
served by the High Court, 
demanded that the ZCTU 
should pay the landlord 
$2750. The organisation 
explained that it no 
longer occupied the offices, 
which served as head- 
quarters for some unions 
affiliated to it, 
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Said Mr Chigwendere: 
“It is known that tenant 
organisations were pay- 
ing their rent. Facts avail- 
able seem to suggest that 
these trade unions were 
paying money for which 
they hold receipts. But the 
money did not reach the 
landlord.” 


He said a committee 
had been set up to in- 
quire into the asaituation 
and until the committee 
reported its findings to 
the Government, Mr Nda- 
wana was barred from 
any trade union activity. 


He warned trade union- 
ists that any misuse of 
trade unien funds was 
considered a serious of- 
fence and the _ culprits 
would not be allowed to 
jead a trade union for 
five years. 


When all trade union 
leaders were required by 
law to account for their 
funds, they shuld do ae.

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ECONOMIC COOPERATION WITH ITALY REPORTED

ITALY’S participation in 
the economic activities of 
Zimbabwe covers many 
areas, with special empha- 
eis on the productive sec- 
toss. 

At the moment Italy is 
in fifth place among the 
countries buying Zimba- 
bwe products, and exports 
from Zimbabwe to Italy 
include cotton, hides, 
asbestos, meta! alloys and 
tobacco. 

A spokesman for the 
Italian Embassy in Ha- 
rare said Italy occupied 
ninth place on average 
among the countries ex- 
porting to Zimbabwe. 


Italian exports include 
industrial machinery, trac- 
tors and other agricultural 
equipment, electrical 
equipment, yarns and 
cloth. 


These are some of the 
reasons why the Italian 
National Day today has 
significance for the people 
of Zimbabwe. 

The day, June 2, was 
chosen in 1946 by the peo- 
ple of Italy who were 
called upon to decide by 
referendum on a monarchy 
or a republic. Today the 
Italian National Day is 
known as the Day of the

fy made its mark on 
italian history ato a eru- 
cial moment in the pol- 
iticul and muterial recon- 
struction of the state only 
a vear after the end of 
the Second World War.

sembly, which was re- 
sponsible for the drawing 
up of the firs, constitu- 
tion of the republic.

1948, 

And today Italy is par- 
cicipating in various ways 
in the economic recov- 
ery of Zimbabwe. 

Pledges made by the 
Italian government at the 
Donors’ Conference are al 
present being implemen- 
ted with the financing of 
projects including — plan- 
ning in the rural areas, 
the development of elec- 
trical) sources and the 
supply of equipment for 
civil aviation. 

Italy has also contribu- 
ted in the programmes of 
international organisa- 
tions granting 3'd to Zim- 
babwe, especially the Uni- 
ted Nations and the Euro- 
pean Feonomic Com- 
munity, 

In addition to its grants 
to UNICEF and the Food 
and Agricultural Organi- 
sation, Italy has pledged 
$7 million to Zimbabwe in 
bilateral grants. 


There was also an 
Italian contrioution for 
co-operation in health and 
another $5 million for 
Hwuwange power station. 

Italy has pledged soft 
loans worth $36 million 
for TPS8O-8”? plus anether 
specifically earmarked for 
liwange Il. 

Under the joint pro- 
gramme of primary health 
care In Zimbabwe, a 
group of 10 Italian doc- 
tors and one co-ordinator 
were te be sent to Zi- 
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mbabwe for two years. 
They will be followed by 
another group for the 
same period. 


The doctors started 
work at the beginning of 
June last year in Harare 
before they were posted 
to hospitals at Chipinge. 
Rusape and Mutare. 


Further co-operation in 
health was. still being 
examined and considered 
an embassy = spokesman 
said. ® 
Meanwhile the Prime 
Minister Mr Mugabe. 
visited fEtaly for four 
days during his seven- 
nation European tour. 

Discussions centred 
around the implementa- 
tion of economic and de- 
velopment co-oneration 
and future development, 
an embaasy Press release 
said, 
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Given the complexity 
and scope of development 
activities in Zimbabwe, 
the leaders of the two 
governments agreed = on 
the need for an overall 
rather than a vearly de- 
velopment programme. 

The embassy also an- 
nounced that several 
scholarships were being 
offered to Zimbabweans 
by the Department of De- 
velopment Co-operation of 
the Italian Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs for the 
academic year 1982-83. 
All applications for these 
scholarships have to be 
submitted to the Ministry 
of Manpower’ Planning 
and Development at Farl 
Grey Building in Harare. 

There were also some 
graduate and = post-grad- 
uate acholarships for 12- 
month periods, 
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THE Government supports 
SWAPO as the sole, legiti- 
mate and authentic repre- 
sentative of the Namibian 
people im their just strug- 
ge for imdependence, the 
inister of Trade and 
Commerce, Mr _ Richard

At a function in Harare 
to mark Tuoisian National 
Day, he said the Govern- 
ment could mot placate 
Pretoria or its quislings 
in Namibia at the expense 
of SWAPO. 


“We stand for nothing 
short of a genuinely fair 
and free election in Nami- 
bia. 

“South Africa, through 
its apartheid system and 
denial of social, economic 
and political rights for the 
majority black population 
constitutes a grave threat 
to international peace and 
regional security.” 


Mr Hove warmed that 
South Africa's acts of 
aggression and = provoca- 
tion against meighbouring 
states formed a_ simister 
attempt at the economic 
and political destabilisa- 
tion of the region. 


“We will continue to 
oppose resolutely this de- 
stabilisation with all 
meane at our disposal and 
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to support che liberation 
forces im the context of 
the Organisation of Atri- 
can Unity and the United 
Nations.” 

Zimbabwe also. firmly 
supported the right of the 
Palestinian people to self- 
determination. 

The Government con- 
demned the intransigence 
of “the Zionist entity” on 
the question of its with- 
drawal from Arab terri- 
tories which it occupies il- 
legally in defiance of inter- 
national law. 

The Tunisian Ambassa- 
dor, Mr Moncef Kedadi, 
said his country opened an 
embassy in Harare be- 
cause his government 
wanted to prove that thei: 
support during the libera- 
tion struggle was the pre- 
lude to fruitful co-opera- 
tion in all fields.

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SADCC countries should draw up an investment code to ensure 
they receive maximum benefits from multinational corporations, 
says the Minister of Justice, Mr Simbi Mubako. 


He was opening a 10-day workshop at the University of Zimbabwe on 
legal ways of making sure developing countries got maximum benefits from 


multinational com- 
panies. 

Speaking “as a partici- 
pant and not as inister 


of Justice’, Mr Mubako 
eaid: 

“If a common approach 
hau to be adopted, SADCC 
would need to appoint a 
strong team of economists 
to agree on the economic 
fasues which all the coun- 
tries regard as vital in 
relation to foreign in- 
vestment and foreign cor- 
porate presence.” 

He oaid the countries 
had to choose‘ an equally 
strong team of legal ex- 

ts to draw up a draft 
‘*SADCC Investment 
Code” by each government 
before it could be 
presented for adoption 
and implementation. 

Developing countries in 
Southern Africa would 
then be sure that inviting 
in transnational = enter- 
prises would promote in- 
dustrialisation, and  poll- 
tical and social  inde- 
pendence. 

“We, the SADCC, must 
present a common front 
and be ever alert to the 
danger of transnational 
corporations playing one 
of us off against the other 
and blackmailing us with 
the threat of losing our 
foreig. investment to 
another country if we do 
not relax our conditions of 
agreement.” 


He said multinational 
companies were a united 
entity and SADCC coun- 
tries had to ensure that 
they negotiated with such 
corporations with an 
equally unified approach. 

Each country had to 
have a clearly defined 
economic policy aimed at 
maximising the benefit it 
received from foreign in- 
vestment. It was neces- 
gary for the Government 
to know ané direct opera- 
tions of the corporations 
from the beginning. 

‘Tt is the final 
agreement concluded be- 
tween the corporation and 
a country which will de- 
termine whether the cor- 
poration will advance the 
country by using its 
natural resources, stimu- 
lating its economy 
and generati employ- 
ment, or will simply milk 
the country dry by drain- 
ing its resources and 
foreign currency reserves 
and then’ withdrawing 
when it has taken al! it 
can.” 

All foreign investment 
had to be registered to 
enable the host country to 
have access to accurate 
information on the exact 
amount of foreign in- 
vestment. 

In the process of allow- 
ing a transnational enter-

prise in, he said, de- 
veloping countries usually 
ran the risk of importing 
obsolete or overpriced 
technology. 


“An SADCO investment 
code would have to con- 
tain clauses regulating the 
ability of investors to 
remit their } cofits abroad 
or to repatriate their in- 
vested capital. This would 
be among the most dif- 
ficult clauses to get the 
multinationals to agree 
to.” 

On repatriation of 
capital, he said it was 
usual to ask the corpora- 
tion to prove that it had 
attempted to find a local 
buyer before bein al- 
lowed to sell its capital to 
another 1 reign investor. 


He said developing 
countries lacked capital, 
know-how and sometimes 
the initiative to exploit 
their own natura) 
resources or to sell them 
to the world and this 
could be overcome by in- 
viting multinational com- 
panies which would train 


local manpower in the 
process. 

African countries had 
encouraged such in- 
vestment by granting tax 
reliefs, freedom to. re- 
patriate profits and 


kKuaranteéeg against 
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nationalisation or  dis- 
possession of roperty 
without compensation. 

In many cases, he said, 
the capital at the disposal 
of multinational com- 
panies was very much 
greater than the combined 
gross national products of 
several developing coun- 
tries in which they opera- 
ted. If their operations in 
those countries were suc- 
cessful, they ended up 
controlling a major por- 
tion of the economy. 

“Some companies have 
undoubtedly caysed the 
countries: economic harm 
by indulging. in foreign 
exchange fiddles and it is 
evident from the domestic 
scene that some of these 
companies are geared 
solely to obtaining the 
maximum benefits for the 
proprietors at the expense 
of workers, members of 
the public and even the 
country.”

Mr Kedadi_ said his 
country had helped Zim- 
babwe during the struggle 
for liberation and was 
now prepared to take part 
in reconstruction and 
transformation.

Tunisia had a history of 
struggie which ended in 
June 1955 when the coun- 
{rv was granted interna! 
autonomy and President 
Hahib Bourguiba returned 
from exile. 

On March 20 the follow- 
ing vear the country be- 
came completely independ- 
ent and the Republic of 
Tunisia was declared with 
Mr Bourguiba as the first 
president. 


Tunisia was a founder 
member of the Organis- 
ation of African Unity 
Mr Kedadi said he attend 
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ed the imaugura] meeting 
in Addis Ababa in 1963. 
Since then his country 
had supported the strug- 
gles for liberation § that 
had swept the continent. 


Speaking on the growth 
of the OAU recently, 
President Bourguiba said 
that 19 years ago the con- 
tinent provided itself with 
a privileged instrument of 
dialogue, solidarity and 
co-operation. But he warn- 
ed that the attacks on its 
unjty were numerous..

The country was not 
rich in oi] but has enough 
for its own needs, said 
Mr Kedadi.

The ministry would 
train 900 village health 
workers every year. They 
would go and live with 
the people in the rural 
areas to advise them on 
better health and living. 

The programme was 
heing carried out in con- 
junction with the Ministry 
of Community Develop- 
ment and Women’s Af- 
fairs and other related 
ministries, “It is a seri- 
ous programme and we 
are vigorously pursuing 
it,” the minister said in 
an interview.

“I have no doubt 
that in a few years’ time, 
we will have succeeded,” 
Dr Munyaradzi said. 

The Government was 
also encouraging family 
planning throughout the 
country, especially in ru- 
ral areas, 

The Child Spacing As- 
sociation under the Min- 
istry of Health was edu- 
cating women on the nec- 
essity of child spacing. 
The Ministry of Com- 
munity Development and 
Women's Affairs was 
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spearheading the pro- 
gramme, 

Besides the -loop and 
the pill, now being used 
after the banning of depo 
provera, mothers were 
also being encouraged to 
breast feed for longer 
periods, up to two years. 
Longer breast feeding had 
been found to reduce early 
pregnancies, the minister 
said. 


Although breast feeding 
would be difficult for 
working mothers, it should 
be used by all the people, 
in addition to the contra- 
ceptives. 

The rise in malaria and 
sexually - transmitted 
diseases (STD) was caus- 
ing great concern, Dr 
Munyaradzi said there had 
been a sudden increase in 
venereal diseaseg' since 
independence hecause of 
the new mobility of the 
population. 

Malaria was wide- 
spread, Most of the 
patients who suffered from 
it died, especially if they 
were not diagnosed and 
treated. “It its a very 
serious situation,” he 
said, 


The Government hag no 
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plans to ban the use of 
DDT to kil) mosquitoes. 
Although the _ insecticide 
had adverse aside effects 
on birds and vegetation, 
any move to replace it 
would be “costly and 
disastrous”, 

On drug-taking, he said 
the practice was common 
among young people, es- 
pecially those from the 
middle and high class 
communities. There was 
also a general abuse of 
tobacco and alcohol, which 
the minister considered 
among drugs, but drug- 
taking was not yet a geri- 
ous national problem. 

He said the future of 
private doctors and hospi- 
tala would depend on the 
expansion of the public 
medical health service and 
its ability to rovide 
health for all, The Govern- 
ment was improving pub- 
lic health, including speci- 
alist services, so that 
there would be fewer peo- 
ple going to private prac- 
titioners. 

The Government, mean- 
while, was improving sala- 
ries and conditiong of pub- 
lic health workers in ap- 
preciation of their contri- 
bution to the country’s

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GOVERNMENT TO PROVIDE FREE LEGAL AID TO ALL 
Harare THE HERALD in English 3l May 82 pl 


[Text] The Government is to provide free legal aid to all Zimbabweans as it 
has done with health and education, the Minister of Legal and Parliamentary 
Affairs, Dr Eddison Zvobgo, has said. 


"The Government believes in socialist anersce as opposed to private and expen- 
Sive personal justice," he said. 


In an interview Dr Zvobgo said the task of "freeing" legal aid would be under- 
taken by the department of law promotion under the bureau of legal advice, one 
of the three main divisions in the legal section of his ministry. 


"The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, attaches great importance to the department of 
law promotion. The Government believes people must know what the law is. 
This will promote compliance with the law," said the minister. 


The department of law promotion would carry out public legal education program- 
mes in the press, radio and television as well as in schools. 


Local authorities would be requested to hold meetings and conferences. 


Law premotion officers would be stationed in various parts of the country to 
advise people free of charge who could not afford private legal practitioners. 


While the department would provide free legal advice on criminal and civil mat- 
ters, it would not at present actually represent people in court, said Dr 
Zvobgo. 


The research department, also to be set up in the ministry, was intended to 
transform the constitution as quickly as possible in order to bring it in to 
line with Zimbabwean aspirations. 


"The Prime Minister and the Government place a high priority on constitutional 
developments," said the minister. 


The research department will concentrate on the study of the Lancaster House 
discussions and constitution with special reference to citizenship, the declar- 
ation of rights, Parliament, election sessions, public service, prison service, 
the judicature, police and the defence forces. 
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Outmoded statutes will also be weeded out by this department: "The Government 
hopes that this division will produce a systematic and harmonious body of law 
easily understood by the general public," said Dr Zvobgo. 


Of the parliamentary division of his ministry, the minister said: "This has 
been most difficult to construct because Zimbabwe is the only country in the 


Commonwealth with a minister of parliamentary affairs. 


"But this has resulted in a very interesting and meaningful challenge," he 
said. 


One of the many tasks of this part of the ministry would be to assume respons- 
ibility over all political parties getting funds from external sources but 


State funds would be provided to qualified political parties. 


"This would help to ensure national security," said Dr Zvobgo.

The judge concluded in 
a judgment handed down 
in Harare that the men’s 
wives were ‘correct in 
claiming that an order 
signed by the protecting 
authority for Harare 
North, . Senior Assistant 
Commissioner Geoffrey 
Hedges, on March 26, 
preventing their husbands 
seeing lawyers in prison, 
was unconstitutional. 

He ordered Mr Hedges 
in his official capacity, the 
Minister of Home Affairs 
and the Commissioner of 
Police jointly to pay the 
legal costs of Mrs Zodwa 
Dabengwa and Mrg Gift 
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Masuku for the ap- 
plication. 


The two former ZIPRA 
men were picked up on 
March 10 at their Bula- 
wayo homeg by members 
of the Central Intelligence 
Organisation under the 
Emergency Powers 
(Maintenance of Law and 
Order) Regulations. 


The Prime Mfnister’s 
Office later amnounced 
that the detentions were 
con. ected with in- 
vestigations into the dis- 
covery of arms caches on 
ZAPU-owned __ properties 
around the country. 

Mr Justice McNally said 
he agreed with the claim 
by Mr Adrian de Bourbon, 
for the two wives, that Mr 
Hedges’ order went 
against the letter of 
Schedule 2 of the Con- 
stitution by preventing 
the men from obtaining 
and instructing lawyers 
after they had been told 
why they were detained.

PLANS ANNOUNCED FOR TWO BIG SUGAR PROJECTS

[Text] MWENEZI. Rural development cannot be meaningful without the full par- 
ticipation of the people themselves, the Deputy Minister of Industry and Ener- 
gy Development, Mr Dzikamai Mavhaire said here on Saturday.

He announced that two sugar industries had been planned for Rutenga and Chisum- 
banje so as to relieve the country's demand for sugar, adding that the Chisum- 
banje sugar industry would be in full operation by the end of this year and 
early next year for the one planned for Rutenga. 


On completion, Mr Mavhaire said, the Chisumbanje industry would be the biggest 
producer with Rutenga taking second place and Chiredzi which is already estab- 
lished would occupy third place. 


"Apart from reducing unemployment and generating foreign currency, these pro- 
jects will go a long way towards uplifting the quality of life in the rural 
areas," said Mr Mavhaire. 


Turning to education, he said as from next year, the Government will supply 
every child with school uniforms. The decision had come in view of the current 
shortage of uniforms and the exorbitant prices that retailers were charging.

is to be challenged in the Supreme Court. A spokesman for the Attorney-Gener- 
al's office confirmed yesterday that a notice of appeal had been filed with the 
Supreme Court.

be allowed to communicate with them. Their lawyer has seen them, following 
Wednesday's ruling but said yesterday he was not sure whether or not he would 
be able to see them again now that an appeal had been lodged with the Supreme 
Court. He was seeking clarification of this from the Supreme Court, he said.

EXCESSIVE PAY--There is concern over the number of engineering firms "poaching" 
artisans with excessive pay offers, the chief industrial relations officer, Mr 
Ignatius Chigwendere, said in Harare yesterday. He said at a Press conference 
that the practice was particularly bad in Hwange and Triangle areas. "The 
tendency has been one of poaching artisans at wages that are above the maximum 
set by law-abiding engineering firms countrywide. We have already drawn the 
attention of these firms to the disastrous consequences of their activity so 
far as such activity undermines efforts to curb inflation.” He said that in 
addition to higher wages, it was obvious that some firms were intent on "“beat- 
ing the law" through indirect inducements. He said foreign companies could 

not be allowed to torpedo the internal arrangement, creating conditions where 
inflation of unmanageable proportions resulted from wages that bore no relation 
to Zimbabwe's standard of living. Mr Chigwendere said a meeting would be held 
this week to organise a single Zimbabwe railways union. At present, he said, 
there were five unions: Railways Associated Workers' Union, National Union of 
Railwaymen, Amalgamated Engineering Union, Railways Association of Locomotive 
Enginemen and the Supervisor Staff Association. Each of these was expected to 
send representatives to a meeting in Bulawayo on Friday. The ministry-appoint- 
ed chairman was Mr Ephraim Matsika, the regional industrial relations officer 
for Manicaland.

HWANGE BUILD-UP--Development of the new opencast pit at Hwange Colliery is 
progressing almost according to schedule as more new equipment is delivered 
to the site. The most spectacular piece of machinery is the walking dragline, 
an integral part of the $128 million development. Steel sections of the cir- 
cular base of this giant excavator are being fitted together in preparation 
for welding. Whencompleted, the entire superstructure of the 3 300-tonne 
machine will swivel on 120 rollers on its 17.7 metre base. Welding the huge 
base will take 2-1/2 months, after its segments have been meticulously level- 
led and aligned. Only when this operation is completed can erection of the 
rest of the dragline begin. It is expected to be in operation in July 1983. 
Meanwhile the build-up of other equipment continues. This week Zimbabwe 
Earthmoving Machinery Co. Ltd (ZEMCO) announced that it had been awarded a 
major contract for the supply of Caterpillar coal haulers and other machinery 
by Wankie Colliery Company Ltd. ZEMCO's general manager, Mr Pat Patterson, 
said that his company will provide six off-highway tractors to haul 91l-tonne 
bottom-dump coal wagons, a further track-type tractor, a wheel loader and a 
rubber tyred dozer. In addition to the colliery contract, he said that his 
company would be supplying the Electricity Supply Commission with two Cater- 
pillar wheel loaders and a twin-engined scraper for coal handling at the new 
Hwange power station.

ANTI-SOCIALIST COMPANIES WARNED--Owners of some multi-national companies oper- 
ating in Third World countries may be opposed to the socialist policies of the 
countries, the Acting Prime Minister, Mr Simon Muzenda, said yesterday. Ad- 
dressing about 400 members of staff at the Philips electronic company offices 
in Harare, he said multinational companies working away from their headquar- 
ters were often "remote controlled". "The forces which control them may be 
opposed and even be irrationally antagonistic to our proclaimed, socialist as- 
pirations. This can lead to misunderstanding, suspicion and unnecessary con- 
flict." At the end of his tour, he officially opened a workshop at the com- 
plex. "In building this training school your company is demonstrating some 
understanding of the skills constraint," he said. "We look very favourably 
upon those who use their own resources to provide technical training for work- 
ers." The Government had said that expatriates were only a stop-gap measure 
until the country built up its own technical resources. The full-time train- 
ing officer for the school, Mr Fred Robinson, said about 10 students would be 
included in the first intake and possible double the number in the second. 

"We are starting on basic courses such as electronics and telephone switching,’ 
he said.

COST OF LIVING UP--The cost of living for lower income urban families rose 5,l 
percent in the first quarter of this year compared to 6,2 percent for the bet- 
ter-off families in the same period. Figures for the poorer groups are issued 
quarterly by the Central Statistical Office. The main causes of the 5 percent 
rise were higher prices of green vegetables and fresh fruit, higher rents in 
Bulawayo and smaller increases in the prices of clothing, footwear and house- 
hold goods. Transport costs rose marginally. In the same quarter the better- 
off faced substantial rises in the wages of domestic workers and rents and 
smaller increases in the prices of food, clothing and household goods. Fig- 
ures for this group are issued monthly and between February and March there 
was a rise of 0,2 percent.
